Police officials and several 
other persons have been in- 
vited to appear before the cir- 
cuit court grand jury to sug- 
gest meahs to prevent a recur- 
rence of conditions which. led 
to the current police pay-off 
inquiry, the Post-Dispatch was 
told last night. 

Letters signed by John Casey, 
jury foreman, were sent to the 
four members of the Police 
Board; Chief Jeremiah O’Con- 
nell, Assistant Chief Joseph E. 
Casey, Chief of Detectives 
James Chapman, Police Insepc- 
tor George Parker, Capt. Elias 
Hoagland of the Ruskin avenue 
distict and Maj. James F. 
Thompson, head of a special 
police squad assisting in the 
investigation. 

Also invited to-appear before 
the jury were H. Sam Priest, 
former Police Board president; 
James W. Connor, operating di- 
rector, St. Louis Crime Com- 
mission; Victor T. Brannon, di- 
rector, Governmental Research 
Institute, and Isaac Gurman, 
head of the St. Louis Bureau 
for Men. 

The letter listed Nov. 17, 22 
and 23 as dates on which those 
invited could appear 

Explains Letter. 

Explaining the letter, Casey 
told the Post-Dispatch: “The 
jury members were unanimous 
in feeling that we would like to 
do something other than mere- 
ly indicting or not indicting po- 
licemen. 

“We want to make some con- 
structive suggestion in our final 
report which would minimize 
the possibility of policemen tak- 
ing bribes. 

“If there are any administra- 
{ive weaknesses in the police 
department—or any organiza- 
tional weaknesses—that are 
causing the public to lose con- 
fidence in the department, as 
it has since the present investi- 
gation began in June, then we 
are determined to find them. 

“It may be that the weak- 
nesses are due to statutory pro- 


visions under which the depart- 
ment must operate. We don't 
know, but we are going to find 
out 


The morale and efficiency of 
the policemen, most of whom I 
believe are good officers, have 
been shaken by this cloud of 
suspicion hanging over the de- 
partment.” 

Seek ‘Constructive’ Help. 


Casey, who is general train- 
ing supervisor for the South- 
western Bell Telephone Co.,

“constructive” recommendations

FOR $659,000 


CHICAGO, Oct. 22 (UP) — 
Thirty-seven personal injury 
damage suits totaling $1,023,000 
resulting from a 1953 factory | 
fire have been settled en masse 
without trials. 

Called the largest 
tlement in superior court his- 
tory, the suits grew out of an 
explosion and fire in which 34 


such set- 


‘persons were killed and 36 oth- 


ers injured in the Haber Corp. | 
plant on Chicago’s northwest 
side. 

Judge Henry L. Burman and 
more than 100 lawyers worked 
intensively on the cases for a 
period of about six weeks before 
checks totaling $659,000 Were 
handed to plaintiffs or their at- 
torneys yesterday. 

Lawyers estimated that if the 
cases had all gone to trial more 
than two years of court time 
would have been needed to hear 
them. 

The largest individual settle- 
ment of $109,000 went to Jo- 
seph Loverde, 28, an employe 
on the plant who was burned 
and permanentily disabled in the 
fire. The smallest settlement 
was for $2000. 

Defendants in the suits were 
the Haber Corp., three owners 
of the building and two con- 
tractors who were remodeling 
the kitchenware plant at the 
time of the fire.

Stevenson, in the running for 
the Democratic nomination for 
a second time, said: “Our ob- 
jective for agriculture is equal- 
ity with the other parts of our 
economy. Our yardstick for 
measuring this equality is parity 
—a formula for fairness based 
on relating what a farmer gets 
for what he sells to what he 
must pay for what he buys. And 
cent of what is fair is 
certainly not unfair or too 
high.” 

The two Democratic contend- 
ers found themselves in sub- 
stantial agreement with Repub- 
lican Governors or their repre- 
sentatives from eight farm-belt 
states who met here last week 
and in mild terms asked Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson to do something to ar- 
rest the decline in farm income. 


Scores With Humor. 


Harriman, who generally gives 
the impression of being cool and 
aloof, made an attempt at humor 
with his Midwest audience, with 
good results: 

“Vice President Nixon says 
the Democrats are turning agri- 
culture into a political football,” 
he said, “Well, that’s right, if 
this is what he means — the 
farmers kick, the Republicans 
fumble and the Democrats pick 
up the ball.” 

This was one of the few 
laughs Harriman drew. For the 
most part his talk was serious: 

“They (the Republicans) made 
a flat pledge to maintain price 
supports on the basic crops at 
90 per cent of parity,” he said. 
“Then they raised the ante to 
100 per cent. Yet they aban- 
doned even the 90 per cent 
supports just as soon as they 
could after the election. 

“Since 1952, the farmers have 
lost over $3,000,000,000 a year in 
income. That is almost one dol- 
lar out of every four, and this 
in a time of great prosperity 
when most other people's in- 
comes have risen. The whole 
thing now looks like just what 
we went through in the Re- 
publican 1920s, when the coun- 
try as a whole had prosperity, 
but the farmers had depres- 
sion.” 

Flexible price supports of 
farm products, as championed 
by Benson, have proved a fail- 
ure after three years’ trial, Har- 
riman said. 

“It has not reduced produc- 
tion.” he declared. “It has not 
cut surpluses. And the price cut 
| to the farmer has not been 
passed on to the consumer. But 
one thing this low-price policy 
has done—that is to cut the 
farmer’s income.’ 

Farmers’ ‘Only Fault.’ 

| The farmer’s “only fault,” 
Harriman went onSis that he 
has “done too well in serving 
us.” He responded to demands 
for production during the war | 
and now “he is being treated 
like some kind of economic 
delinquent.” 

“The first fundamental thing 
we should do is to put the 
farmer back where he was be- 
fore by re-establishing 90 per 
cent price supports. We should 
bear in mind that these sur- 
pluses — although they should

On arrival, Dulles made the 
point that he considered it “im- 
portant to consult” with the 
Italian government prior to the 
foreign ministers meeting be- 
ginning at Geneva Oct. 27, 

Rushes to Dinner. 

Rushing off to a state din- 
ner after the meeting in Gron- 
chi’s office, Dulles told report- 
ers Gronchi made “some very 
valuable suggestions with re- 
spect to some of the matters 
which will be coming up at 
Geneva.” 

He said they also discussed 
“the importance of European 
integration and the close ties of 
an economic and cultural na- 
ture that exists between our 
two countries.” 

Dulles was dressed in the 
same light-blue suit in which 
he arrived at the airport earli- 
er. The state dinner, with Pre- 
mier Antonio Segni as _ host, 


was to be an informal “black 
tie” affair 
The Secretary - of State 


packed a lot of talks into his 
first few hours in Italy. Mar- 
tino was at the airport to grect 
him. So was Ambassador Luce, 
who bestowed a kiss on Mrs 
Dulles as she walked down the

A highly- placed Italian in- 
formant said both Gronchi and 
Martino assured Dulles Italy 
will hold firm to its Western 
alliances, and “has no intention 
whatsoever of changing its 
present policy toward Com- 
munist countries.” 

Dulles was reported to have 
assured the Italian leaders the 
United States will press vigor- 
ously for Italy’s entry into the 
United Nations. He expressed 
confidence that this will finally 
be possible, the informant said. 

‘Glad te Renew Contacts.’ 

Dulles told Martino he “was 
glad to renew the personal con- 
tact which I have regularly en- 
joyed with the leaders of your 
nation.” 

Dulles said Italy is “one 
the great powers,” and one aan 
which the United States desires | 
/to maintain the closest rela- 
tions. 

“Because of Your deep con- 
cern with European, and in- 
deed, world affairs, I consider 
it important to consult with

ARMY DISCHARGES 
EX-M’CARTHY AID, 
CPL. DAVID SCHINE 


FT. DIX, N. J., Oct. 22 (AP) 
—G. David Schine, whose early 
Army career led to the much- 
publicized Army-McCarthy con- 
troversy and a stormy telé- 
vised Senate hearing, completed 
a two-year service hitch today 
with little fanfare. 

The 28-year-old hotel heir 
told Fort Dix officers he did 
not want to be interviewed or 
have his picture taken, but he 
accepted a reporter's offer of 
a ride to an airstrip at Pem- 
berton near the fort, and from

Schine, a personal friend of 
Roy Cohn, chief counsel of the 
Senate permanent investiga- 
tions subcommittee when it 
was headed by McCarthy, be- 
came an unpaid consultant to 
the committee at the age of 25. 
After his induction into the 
Army as a draftee on Nov. 4, | 
1953, the Army claimed Mc- 
Carthy and his aids had brought 
improper pressure on the Pen- 
tagon to give Schine preferen- 
tial treatment. The McCarthy 
camp replied Schine was used 
as a “hostage’’ to force the 
committee to go easy in its in- 
quiry of alleged Comunists in 
the Army.

Jealous of their 
hard-won independence, the In- 
donesians have been particu- 
larly sensitive about the admis- 
sion of foreign investment.

Dutch business 
men have been reluctant to give 
up and to allow other nationals 
to enter the Indonesian market 
and political conditions have 
been unstable.

“You feel you 
do not understand why states 
play such a dominant part in 
our economics, while to you 
private enterprise seems most 
effective. There is a great de- 
sire on the part of our peonle, | 
who were dependent before the 
war, to achieve in a few vears 
what has taken you decades: the | 
only way is for governments to 
take the initiative.” 

Assistant Secretary of State 
George V. Allen, who has 
served as Ambassador to Iran, 


Yugoslavia and India, said the 


Far East is suspicious of this 
country and that it is up to 
America to prove it is not im- 
perialistic. But he also pointed 
out there are sound economic 
factors limiting American in- 
vestments in Asia. 

He had noted, he said, that 
despite generous conditions for 
foreign investment announced 
by Pakistan a year ago there 
had been no great pouring of 
western capital into Pakistan. 

In this connection, Allen said 
General Motors and Ford once 
had assembly plants in Bombay 
and had not only refused the 
request of the Indian govern- 
ment to set up manufacturing 
plants but had closed down as- 
sembly operations. He pointed 
out the consumption of new 
automotive units was only about 
20,000 a year in India, a nation 
of 360,000,000 people, while in 
Australia, for example, which 
has a population of only 16,000.,- 
000, there is a consumption of 
120,000 new units a year 

Private Industry in India. 

Allen said he thought Ameri- 
cans, concerned about the 
“sweep of Socialism” in Asia, 
had read too literally Indian 
regulations on government ac- 
quisition of private industry. 
He said he thought there is 
more private industry in India

Of 
the 15 divisions down-graded, 12 will 
become replacement training center units 
and three maneuver area commands, 
Three hundred and fifty-eight company- 
size reserve units that may not be needed 
in the first six months are also being 
eliminated.

Holding a Juggernaut 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In a recent report on Soviet and 
United States hopes for atom con- 
trol, Harold Stassen, presidential aid 
for disarmament, is quoted as saying: 

“If world development of atomic 
energy occurs before men in differ- 
ent nations, working together, have 
been able to set up a system to pro- 
vide against the use of nuclear 
weapons in a great surprise attack, 
the dangers of the thermonuclear age 
may become intolerable.” 

This is a Statement of cold fact 
with which there can be no disagree- 
ment. Yet suppose such a system of 
advance warning were set up and 
made truly effective. What would be 
the guarantee against some spark 
from a limited war setting off the 
ultimate explosion? 

Such a system, beyond being a gi- 
gantic and increasing burden upon 
the economic life of each nation, en- 
tailing as it would have to constant 
development and improvement in 
radar networks, electronic detection 
devices, fleets of planes constantly 
on the alert, inspection by air and 
land and sea, the eternal tension 
stemming from the possibility of fail- 
ure, would still not prevent the small- 
er limited wars which could spread 
and perhaps ignite the planet. 

As a first step, the implementation 
of President Eisenhower's plan is all 
to the good, but let no citizen kid 
himself into thinking it is the way 
to stop the atomic juggernaut. 

There is only one way, and that is 
through universal enforceable dis- 
armament. This in turn will require 
a supranational agency, instrument, 
authority. Personally, having respect 
for honest words, I prefer to call it 
by its rightful name—government. 

Harold Macmillan, Foreign Min- 
ister of Great Britain, said just that 
when he told the members of Par- 
liament last March 2 that if the 
necessary requirement meant some 
form of world government they 
should face it, for said he, ““There is 
no other way for mankind.”

Advice, Good and Bad 


It is now four weeks since the President suf- 
fered his heart attack, Fortunately for the entire 
world, Mr. Eisenhower's recovery “continues to 
progress satisfactorily without complications.” 

Dr. Paul Dudley White, the Boston specialist, 
reporting on his third detailed checkup, says it 
will be two or three months before the recovery 
can be called complete. The present goal is 
for Mr. Eisenhower to fly east between Nov.’ 5 
and 12 for a combination rest and work con- 
valescence in his farm ‘home at Gettysburg, Pa.. 
The physician wisely avoided answers to second- 
term questions. 

No one need worry that Mr. Eisenhower will 
not receive the best of medical advice. This pa- 
tient is too important for any unnecessary risks 
that might come with more tasks than are safe 
for him to undertake. And the President is good 


enough soldier to do what his physicians tell him. 


he must do to conserve his strength. 

Unhappily the country cannot be sure—nor 
can Mr. Eisenhower—that the political advice 
he will receive in the weeks ahead will be as 
good as the medical advice.. Here is where a real 
danger lies. For if the President was largely 
dependent on his political advisers before his 
illness, he is é6bviously more dependent now.

The D’Ewart appointment, which Mr. Eisen- 
hower has been prevailed on to make from his 
hospital bed, is all the evidence anyone should 
need that some of this political advice does the 
President a sad disservice. It amounts almost 
to taking advantage of him in his illness. 

When Presidential Assistant Sherman Adams 
obtained Mr. Eisenhower’s approval of a recess 
appointment for Wesley A. D’Ewart of Montana 
to be Assistant Secretary of the Interior for 
public land management, he could hardly have 
presented the President with the arguments both 
for and against the lame duck Republican Con- 
gressman. 

The arguments against Mr. D’Ewart would 
have included Secretary of the Interior McKay’s 
denunciation of the D’Ewart stockmen’s grazing 
bill of 1953 as “lousy” and one that would “give 
cattlemen vested rights to their grazing permits.” 
It would have included other items in Mr. 
D’Ewart’s record as a would-be despoiler of the 
national domain, a people’s heritage for which 
the country owes a large debt of gratitude to 
such conservation pioneers as Republicans The- 
odore Roosevelt and Gifford Pinchot. 

Setting Mr. D’Ewart to preside over the pub- 
lic lands is about as logical, as The Milwaukee 
Journal says, as picking a cat to protect a 
canary. 

When Congress. convenes Mr. Eisenhower will 
find himself in trouble because of this patently 
unsound recess appointment. He will have to 
decide whether to battle it out with the Senate 
in a potentially foredoomed effort to get Mr. 
D’Ewart confirmed, or to forget it, in which case 
Mr. D’Ewart would be subjected to the embar- 
rassment of quitting a post he had held for 
only a short while.

Dwight D. Eisenhower is entitled to better 
political advice than he often gets. He was so 
horribly misadvised on the Dixon-Yates public 
utility contract that he put the full prestige of 
his office in support of a bad contract only to 
find in the end that he had to get ‘out of it as 
best he could. 

At this late date it becomes increasingly ap- 
parent that the real reason that the Adminis- 
tration canceled the Dixon-Yates contract was 
not that Memphis announced it would build its 
own public power plant, but that the dual role 
of a New York investment banker, Adolphe H. 
Wenzell, might well have violated the federal 
“conflict of interest” law. The chairman of the 
AEC, Adm. Strauss, now suggests this in effect 
in his decision to hold up any Dixon-Yates settle- 
ment until the question has been determined.

Traffic Control in the Sky 

The present air traffic contro] system for 
planes is so outmoded that practically all aviation 
leaders, both civil and military, are pressing for 
immediate short-range remedies. Many are even 
urging continuous all-weather control for prac- 
tically all fights. It is imperative that these 
dangers be removed. 

The Civil Aeronautics Administration, of course, 
must take the final responsibility for all air traf- 
fic control. The CAA is often accused of not 
appreciating the urgency of the need for mod- 
ernization. It is difficult to see why it is not 
more alert, particularly in the light of a New 
York Times dispatch telling of a recent survey 
that is believed to show an average of four 
incidents every day in which airliners miss col- 
lisions aloft by uncomfortably close margins. 
These narrowly avoided collisions are reported 
to be more frequent in good weather, when 
plane spacing is Teft largely up to the pilot’s eye- 
sizht, than in bad weather when ground stations 
rigidly control spacing. 

It would not be surprising if investigation re- 
vealed that these clear weather incidents are 
largely due to the notoriously poor visibility 
that is built into all airliner cockpits. In an arti- 
cle entitled “Collision-itis” in the “Air Line 
Pilot” a United Air Lines senior co-pilot writes: 


It is a simple fact that, from the cockpit, 
you cannot see directly above, directly be- 
low, nor directly behind your million dollar 
airplane any more than your eyeballs can 
see the top, base or back of your head. Your 
visibility factor in today’s cockpit is about 
5 per cent. (If you spend the whole trip * 
looking out the window) at any one instant 
you can only see 5 per cent of the sky 
through which you go “barrelling along” at 
300 m.p.h. up to your armpits in gauges, 
levers, switches and rule books. 


Such testimony indicates clearly that the big 
plane manufacturers and the air lines that ac- 


cept the planes bear some of the responsibility 
for the collision dangers aloft. And while th@ 
CAA is most heavily concerned, Congress, which 
has a parstmonious tendency toward CAA budget 
requests, is also heavily concerned. 

Very clearly, more visibility should be pro- 
vided in cockpits, much new radar, direction- 
finding and traffic-display equipmént should be 
added by the CAA, and Congress must see that 
the CAA is not impoverished. Otherwise, some 
unhappy persons are likely to be asked on some 
tragic day if a few million dollars could not 
have prevented the collision of two super air- 
liners carrying more than 100 passengers. 
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Who Does Not Remember? 


A news report that the Missouri State Treasury 
has picked up more than $600,000 of.a fire in- 
surance refund is a quiet ending to a dramatic 
and important piece of Missouri history. It is a 
history of the fall of a political machine, of the 
most blatant bribery ever exposed in the state, 
and of a happy ending protecting the public 
purse and public honor. 

In 1930, stock fire insurance companies in- 
creased their rates by more than 16 per cent in 
defiance of Missouri law, which required ap- 
proval by the State Superintendent of Insurance, 
The result was long litigation, and the excess 
payments from policyholders were impounded. 

By 1935, the impounded funds totaled 
$10,000,000. Then came the infamous “Missouri 
compromise.” R. Emmet O'Malley, then Super- 
intendent of Insurance, ordered $8,000,000 of 
the impounded funds given to the rate-gouging 
companies, and just $2,000,000 was to be re- 
turned to the policyholders from whom the 
money came. 

The Post-Dispatch denounced the compromise 
as “crooked.” Within a month the newspaper 
obtained an admission from the late Kansas City 
political boss, Tom Pendergast, that he had 
“passed the word along” to approve the compro- 
mise. Next a federal inquiry got under way. 
Lloyd C. Stark, then Governor, had to appeal 
to President Roosevelt to prevent political inter- 
ference with that investigation. And meantime 
the Post-Dispatch was tracking down a $400,000 
slush fund raised by the insurance firms. 

In 1939 the clues all fell into place. Pender- 
gast had been paid $315,000 from the slush fund 
to “help out” the insurance firms. O’Malley had 
received $62,500, and a St. Louis insurance man 
who acted as go-between in the bribery received 
$82,500. Pendergast and O’Malley were sent to 
prison for federal income tax evasion. That was 


the coup de grace for the notorious Pendergast — 


machine. 

What happened thereafter was, perhaps, anti- 
climax, but it was justice. The Missouri Supreme 
Court fined 122 fire insurance firms a total of 
$2,090,000 for their leading role in the disgrace- 
ful affair. The courts also ordered all the im- 
pounded rate increase returned to the policy- 
holders. And since, after all these years, some 
of the policyholders cannot be located, Circuit 
Judge Sam C. Blair in Jefferson City has now 
awarded the residue to the State Treasury. 

The shares of honor and dishonor in this in- 
famous case were awarded long ago.

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The Princess Margaret Crisis 

Should Princess Margaret marry Peter Town- 
send? Our answer is: Not Princess Margaret. 

To be precise, the question ought perhaps to 
be rephrased, like this: Should Princess Margaret 
marry Peter Townsend and still remain Princess 
Margaret? She can, of course, marry Peter Town- 
send any time she wants to, provided she is will- 
ing to quit the royalty. But marry a divorced 
commoner while seeking to remain a princess 
in good standing? That is a dffferent matter. 

Sentimentalists, as always, are all for wiping 
out the legal and religious obstacles and letting 
the love-struck pair live happily ever after. What 
they forget is that one who enjoys the perqui- 
sites of royalty must be willing to meet its obli- 
gations. A princess cannot have it both ways— 
cannot accept the social rank of royalty and yet 
defy the rules of the game. If she wants to reign 
over society at the public expense she must bear 
the fardels that go with it. 

The great overriding reason against the mar- 
riage is pre@isely the fact that Margaret occupies 
a unique rank, entailing duties and restrictions 
not applicable to others. She cannot do what a 
commoner can do—because she is no commoner. 
And were she permitted the privileges of com- 
monalty she could no longer claim those of 
royalty. 

Sadly but truly Margaret must marry royally 
or give up being a princess. As the loving maid 
in the case, she is entitled to an opportunity to 
make up her own mind. 
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Where a Stand Is Needed 


American diplomacy can weather the storm 
in the Middle East if it continues to carry on an 
“honest policy” there. So says Assistant Secre- 
tary of State George V. Allen, back from a last 
trip to Cairo on which he studied the effects of 
Czechoslovakia’s offer to trade arms for cotton. 

The arms will be shipped in “very substantial 
amount,” says Mr. Allen, thus dampening hopes 
that there might be only a token shipment. Yet 
Mr. Allen warns against alarmism and holds out 
hope that the extremely serious Middle Eastern 
problem can still be peacefully solved. 

How? Surely not by muddling through. Surely 
not by hoping that something will turn up. Sure- 
ly not by repeating our warnings to the Russians 
that they are playing with fire in a distinctly 
un-Geneva-like spirit—for, true as those warn- 
ings are, they have gone unheeded so far and can 
be expected to remain so. 

What is needed, it seems to us, is a strong and 
unequivocal stand by the West, under American 
leadership, which will make perfectly clear to 
the Arabs as well as to Israel that forcible 
changes of the present frontiers between Israel 
and the Arab world are not to be tolerated. 

Secretary Dulles not long ago offered a formal 
American guarantee of Israel’s frontiers after an 
agreement is reached on what the borders are, 
and after other problems of the regivn, includ- 
ing that of Arab refugees, have been ‘solved. 

But there is no present disposition on anyone's 
part to agree on borders or anything else. An 
agreement is unlikely so long as either side 
thinks it can build up its position and perhaps 
settle some of these problems by force. They as 
well as the Israeli must be put on definite notice 
that forcible settlements are out, and that all 
the power of the Western world will be used to 
repel aggression from whatever source. 

Such a security guarantee would probably be 
most effective if coupled with an offer to step 
up economic aid and technical assistance through- 
out the region. The Soviet bloc is now talking 
big about offering such aid itself. The Russians, 
as India has found out, talk a bigger program of 
economic aid than they perform. The Western 
world can outperform them with ease if it 
wishes to. It ought to stand ready to do so in 
exchange for assurances that no frontiers are 
going to be forcibly violated in the Middle East. 
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The Increase of Life

Jose Ortega y Gasset, distinguished 
Spanish philosopher, died last wecl: in 
Madrid at the age of 72. Ortega was 
considered the philosophical father of 
the Spanish Republic and fled Spain aft- 
er the Franco conquest, but returned 
after 12 years abroad. The Revolt 
of the Masses (now reprinted in a 
paper-back edition by Mentor Books), 
from which the following excerpt was 
taken, is one of his best known works. 


To start with, life has become, in 
actual fact, world-wide in character; I 
mean that the content of existence for 
the average man of today includes 
the whole planet: that each individual 
habitually lives the Hfe of the whole 
world. 

Each portion of the earth is no longer 
shut up in its own geometrical position, 
but for many of the 
purposes of human 
life acts upon oth- 
er portions of the 
planet. This near- 
ness of the far-off, 
this presence of the 
absent, has extend- 
ed in fabulous pro- 
portions the hori- 
zons of each indi- 
vidual existence. 

And the world 
has also increased 
from the viewpoint 
of time. Prehistory 
and archaeology }.. + sal a 
have discovered his- ~ Ortoge 'y' Cossel 
torical periods of fantastic duration. 
Whole civilizations and empires of which 
till recently not even the name was sus- 
pected, have been annexed to our knowl- 
edge like new continents. The illustrated 
paper and the film have brought these 
far-off portions of the universe before 
the immediate vision of the crowd. 


Speed and Its Stupidity 


But this spatio-temporal increase of 
the world would itself signify nothing. 
Physical space and time are the abso- 
lutely stupid aspects of the universe. 
Hence, there is more reason than is gen- 
erally allowed in that worship of mere 
speed which is at present being indulged 
in by our contemporaries. Speed, which 
is made up of space and time, is no less 
stupid than its constituents, but it 
serves to nullify them. One stupidity 
can only be overcome by another. 

It was a question of honor for man 
to triumph over cosmic space and time, 
which are entirely devoid of meaning, 
and there is no reason for surprise at 
the fact that we get a childish pleasure 
out of the indulgence in mere speed, 
by means of which we kill space and 
strangle time. By annulling them, we 
give them life, we make them serve vital 
purposes, we can be in more places than 
we could before, enjoy more comings 
and goings, consume more cosmic time 
in less vital time. 


Man’s Increased Potentiality 


The world of our possible existence is 
always greater than our destiny or ac- 
tual existence. But what I wanted to 
make clear just now was the extent to 
which the life of man has increased in 
the dimension of potentiality. It can now 
count on a range of possibilities fabu- 
lously greater than ever before. In the 
intellectual order it now finds more 
“paths of ideation,” more problems, 
more data, more sciences, more points 
of view. 

Whereas the number of occupations 
in primitive life can almost be counted 
on the*fingers of the one hand—shep- 
herd, hunter, warrior, seer—the list of 
possible avocations today is immeasurab- 
ly long. Something similar occurs in the 
matter of pleasures, although—and this 
is a phenomenon of more importance 
than it seems—the catalogue of pleas- 
ures is not so overflowing as in other 
aspects of life. Nevertheless, for the 
man of the middle classes who lives in 
towns—and towns are representative of 
modern existence—the possibilities of 
enjoyment have increased, in the pres- 
ent century, in fantastic proportion, 


But the increase of vital potentiality 
is not limited to what we have said up 
to this. It has also grown in a more 
immediate and mysterious direction. It 
is a constant and well-known fact that 
in physical effort connected with sport, 
performances are “put up” today which 
excel to an extraordinary degree those 
known in the past. 

It is not enough to wonder at each 
one in particular and to note that it 
beats the record, we must note the im- 
pression that their frequency leaves on 
the mind, convincing us that the human 
organism possesses in our days capaci- 
ties superior to any it has previously 
had. For something similar happens in 
the case of science. In no more than a 
decade science has extended the cosmic 
horizon to an incredible degree. The 
physics of Einstein moves. through 


Spaces so vast, that the old physics of 
~ Newton seems by comparison lodged in 


an attic. 
‘From Newton to Einstein 


(The world of Newton was infinite: 
but this infinity was not a matter of 
size, but an empty generalization, an 
abstract inane Utopia. The world of 
Einstein is finite, but full and concrete 
in all its parts, consequently a world 
richer in things and of greater extent.) 

We live at a time when man believes 
himself fabulously capable of creation, 
but he does not know what to create 
Lord of all things, he jis not lord of 
himself. He feels lost amid his own 
abundance, With more means at ifs dis- 
posal, more knowledge, more technique 
than ever, it turns out that the world 
today goes the same way as the worst 
of worlds that have been; it simply 
drifts. 

Every man who adopts a serious atti- 
tude before his own existence and 
makes himself fully responsible for it 
will feel a certain kind of insecurity 
which urges him to keep ever on the 
alert. The gesture which the Roman 
Army Orders imposed on the sentinel 
of the Legion was that he should keep 
his finger on his lips to avoid drowsi- 
ness and-to maintain alertness. 

The security of periods of “plenitude” 
—such as the last century—is an optical 
illusion which leads to neglect of the 
future, all direction of which is handed 
over to the mechanism of the universe. 


*The Rudder of History’ 


Both progressive Liberalism. and 
Marxist Socialism presume that what 
is desired by them as the best of possi- 
ble futures will be necessarily realized, 
with necessity similar to that of astrono- 
my. With consciences lulled by this idea, 
they have cast away the rudder of his- 
tory, have ceased to keep their watch, 
have lost their agility and their efficien- 
cy. And so, life has escaped from their 
grasp, has become completely unsub- 
missive and today is flogting around 
without any fixed course. 

Under his mask of generous futurism, 
the progressive no longer concerns him- 
self with the future; convinced that it 
holds in store for hin neither surprises 
nor secrets, nothing adventurvus, noth- 
ing essentially new; assured that the 
world will now proceed on a straight 
course, neither turning aside nor drop- 
ping back, he puts away from him all 
anxiety about the future and takes his 
stand in the definite present. 

Can we be surprised that the world 
today seems empty of purposes, antici- 
pations, ideals? Nobody has concerned 
himself with supplying them. Such has 
been the desertion of the directing mi- 
norities, which is always found on the 
reverse side of the rebellion of the 
masses, 

But it is time for us to return to the 
consideration of this last. After having 
stressed the favourable aspect presented 
by the triumph of the masses, it will be 
well to descend now by the other slope, 
a much more dangerous one,

TINHE historic message uf the first expiosion of an 
AL atomic bomb was flashed to me in a message just 

before lunch on July 16th at Potsdam. The most 
secret and the most daring enterprise of the war had 
succeeded. We were now in possession of a weapon 
that would not only revolutionize war but could alter 
the course of history and civilization. This news 
reached me at Potsdam the day after I had arrived for 
the conference of the Big Three. 


Stimson flew from Frankfort to Potsdam the next day to 
see me and brought with him the full details of the test. I 
received him at once and called in Secretary of State Byrnes, 
Admiral Leahy, General Marshall, General Arnold and Ad- 
miral King to join us at my office at the Little White House. 
We reviewed our military strategy in the light of this revo- 
lutionary development. We were now ready to make use of 
this weapon against the Japanese, although we did not know 
as yet what effect the new weapon might have, physically 
or psychologically, when used against the enemy. For that 
reason the military advised that we go ahead with the ex- 
isting military plans for the invasion of the Japanese home 
islands. 

At Potsdam, as elsewhere, the secret of the atomic 
bomb was kept closely guarded. We did not extend the 
very small circle of Americans who knew about it. Churchill 
naturally knew about the atomic bomb project from its 
very beginning, because it had involved the pooling of Brit- 
ish and American technical skill. 


On July 24th I casually mentioned to Stalin that we 
had a new weapon of unusual destructive force. The Rus- 
sian premier showed no special interest. All he said was 
that he was glad to hear it and hoped we would make 
“good use of it against the Japanese.” 

A month before the test explosion of the atomic bomb 
the service Secretaries and the Joint Chiefs of Staff had 
laid their detailed plans for the defeat of Japan before 
me for approval. There had apparently been some differ- 
ence of opinion as to the best route to be followed, but 
these had evidently been reconciled. 

The army plan envisaged an amphibious landing in the 
fall of 1945 on the island of Kyushu, the southernmost of 
the Japanese home islands. This would be accomplished 
by our Sixth Army, under the command of General Walter 
Krueger. The first landing would then be followed, ap- 
proximately four months later, by a second great invasion 
which would be carried out by our Eighth and Tenth Armies, 
followed by the First Army transferred from Europe, all of 
which would go ashore in the Kanto plains area near Tokyo. 
In all, it had been estimated that it would require until 
the late fall of 1946 to bring Japan to her knees. 

There was, of course, always the possibility that the 
Japanese might choose to surrender sooner. Our air and 
fleet units had begun to inflict heavy damage on industrial 
and urban sites in Japan proper. Exgtept in China, the 
armies of the Mikado had been pushed back everywhere in 
relentless successions of defeats. “i 

Acting Secretary of State Grew had spoken to me in 
late May about issuing a proclamation that would urge the 
Japanese to surrender, but would assure them that we would 
permit the emperor to remain as head of the state. Grew 
backed this with arguments taken from his ten years’ ex- 
perience as our ambassador in Japan, and I told him that I 
had already given thought to this matter myself and that 
it seemed to me a sound idea. Grew had a draft of a 
proclamation with him, and I instructed him to send it by 
the customary channels to the Joint Chiefs and the State- 
War-Navy Co-ordinating Committee in order that we might 
get the opinions of all concerned before I made my decision. 

On June 18th Grew reported that the proposal had met 
with the approval of his Cabinet colleagues and of the 
Joint Chiefs. 

It was my decision then that the proclamation to Japan 
should be issued from the forthcoming conference at Pots- 
dam. This, I believed, would clearly demonstrate to Japan 
and to the world that the Allies were united in their pur- 
pose. By that time, also, we might know more about two 
matters of significance for our future effort: The participa- 
tion of the Soviet Union, and the atomic bomb. We knew 
that the bomb would receive its first test in mid-July. If 
the test of the bomb was successful, I wanted to afford 
Japan a clear chance to end the fighting before we made 
use of this newly gained power. If the test should fail, 
then it would be even more important to us to bring about 
a surrender before we had to make a physical conquest of 
Japan. General Marshall told me that it might cost halt 
a million American lives to force the enemys surrender 
on his home grounds. 


Atom Bomb Suggested by Einstein. 


But the test was now successful. The entire develop- 
ment of the atomic bomb had been dictated by military 
considerations. The idea of the atomic bomb had been 
suggested to President Roosevelt by the famous and bril- 
liant Dr. Albert Einstein, and its development turned out 
to be a vast undertaking. It was the achievement of the 
combined efforts of science, industry, labor and the military, 
and it had no parallel in history. The men in charge and 
their staffs worked under extremely high pressure, and the 
whole enormous task required the services of more than 
100,000 men and immense quantities of material. It required 
over two and one half years and necessitated the expendi- 
ture of two and one half billions of dollars. 

Only a handful of the thousands of men who worked 
in these plants knew what they were producing. So strict 
was the secrecy imposed that even some of the highest 
ranking officials in Washington had not the slightest idea 
of what was going on. I did not. Before 1939 it had been 
generally agreed among scientists that it was theoretically 
possible to release energy from the atom. In 1940 we had 
begun to pool with Great Britain all scientific knowledge 
useful to war, although Britain was at war at that time 
and we were not. 

It was under the general policy of pooling knowledge 
between our nation and Great Britain that research on the 
atomic bomb started in sich feverish secrecy. American and 
British scientists joined in the race against the Germans. We 
in America had available a great number of distinguished 
scientists in many related fields of knowledge, and we also 
had another great advantage. We could provide the tremen- 
dous industrial and economic resources required for the proj- 
ect—a vastly expensive project—without injury to our war 
production program, Furthermore, our plants were far re- 
moved from the reach of enemy bombing. Britain, whose 
scientists had initiated the project and were contributing 
much of the original atomic data, was constantly exposed to 
enemy bombing and, when she started the atomic research 
also faced the possibility of invasion. 

The task of creating the atomic bomb had been entrusted 
to a special eunit of the Army Corps of Engineers, the so- 
called Manhattan District, headed by Major General Leslie 
R. Groves. The primary effort, however, had come from 
British and American scientists, working in laboratories and 
offices scattered throughout the nation. 


Dr. Oppenheimer Credited With Achievement. 


Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer, the distinguished physicist 
from the University of California, had set up the key estab- 
lishment in the whole process at Los Alamos, New Mexico. 
More than any other one man, Oppenheimer is to be credited 
with the achievement of the completed bomb. 

The final decision of where and when to use the atomic 
bomb was up to me. Let there be no mistake about it. I 
regarded the bomb as a military weapon and never had any 
doubt that it should be used. The top military advisers to the 
President recommended its use, and when I talked to 
Churchill, he unhesitatingly told me that he favored the use 
of the atomic bomb it it might aid to end the war. 

In deciding to use this bomb, I wanted to make sure that 
it would be used as a weapon of war in the manner pre- 
scribed by the laws of war. That meant that I wanted it 

on a military target. . 
ee Se staff had prepared a list of cities in Japan that 
Kyoto, though favored by General 
Arnold as a center of military activity, was eliminated when 
Secretary Stimson pointed out that it was a cultural and 
religious shrine of the Japanese. es 

Four cities were finally recommended as targets: Hiro- 
' ghima, Kokura, Nagasaki, and Niigata. They were listed in 
| that order as targets for the first attack. The order of 
’ selection was in accordance with the military importance of 
these cities. Before the selected targets were approved as 


might serve as targets. 
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proper for military purposes, I personally went over them 
in detail with Stimson, Marshall and Arnold, and we dis- 
cussed the matter of timing and the final choice of the 
first target. 

General Spaatz, who commanded the Strategic Air Forces, 
which would deliver the bomb on the target, was given 
some latitude as to when and on which of the four targets 
the bomb would be dropped. That was necessary because 
of weather and other operational considerations. In order 
to get preparations under way, the War Department was 
given orders to instruct General Spaatz that the first bomb 
would be dropped as soon after August 3rd as weather 
would permit. 

With these orders, the wheels were set in motion for 
the first use of an atomic weapon against a military target. 
I had made the decision. I also instructed Stimson that 
the order would stand unless I notified him that the Japa- 
nese reply to our ultimatum was acceptable. 

On July 28th Radio Tokyo announced that the Japa- 
nese government would continue to fight. There was no 
formal reply to the joint ultimatum of the United States, the 
United Kingdom and China. There was no alternative now. 
The bomb was scheduled to be dropped after August 3rd, 
unless Japan surrendered before that. day. 


How Hiroshima News Reached President. 


On August 6th, the fourth day of the journey home 
from Potsdam, came the historic news that shook the world. 

was eating lunch with members of the Augusta’s crew 
when Captain Frank Graham, White House Map Room 
Watch Officer, handed me the. following message: 

“Hiroshima bombed visually with only one tenth cover 
at 052315A. There was no fighter opposition and no flak. 
Persons reports 15 minutes after drop as follows: ‘Results 
clear cut successful in all respects. Visible effects greater 
than in any test. Conditions normal in airplane following 
delivery.’ ” 

I was greatly moved. I teiephoned Byrnes aboard ship 
to give him the news, and then said to the group of sailors 
around me, “This is the greatest thing in history. It’s time 
for us to get home.” 
A few minutes later a second message was handed to 

It read as follows: 

“Big bomb dropped on Hiroshima August 5 at 7:15 p.m. 
Washington time. First reports indicate complete success 
which was even more conspicuous than earlier test.” 

When I had read this, I signaled to the crew in the 
mess hall that I wished to say something. I then told them 
of the dropping of a powerful new bomb, which used an ex- 
plosive 20,000 times as powerful as a ton of T.N.T. I went 
to the ward room where I told the officers, who were at 
lunch, what had happened. I could not keep back my ex- 
pectation that the Pacific War might now be brought to a 
speedy end. 

A few minutes later, the ship’s radio receivers began 
to carry news bulletins from Washington about the atomic 
bomb, as well as a broadcast of the statement I had au- 
thorized just before leaving Germany. Shortly afterward, 
I called a press conference of the correspondents on board 
and told them something of the long program of research 
and development which lay behind this successful assault. 

On August 7th the U.S.S. Augusta completed a record 
run from Europe. As soon as the ship was moored at New- 
port News, I entered a special train which left immediately 
for Washington. 

Without warning, Molotov sent for Ambassador Harri- 
man on August 8th and announced to him that the Soviet 
Union would consider itself at war with Japan as of August 
9th. This move did not surprise us. Our dropping of the 
atomic bomb on Japan had forced Russia to reconsider her 
position in the Far East. 

I promptly called a special press conference. Admiral 
Leahy and Secretary Byrnes were present when I met the 
correspondents. There were only four sentences to my 
announcement: 

“I have only a simple announcement to make. I can't 
hold a regular press conference today, but this announce- 
ment is so important I thought I would call you in. Russia 
has declared war on Japan. That is all.”

Report From Harriman in Moscow. 


The following day Harriman reported further on the 
Russian decision: 

“When Molotov informed the British ambassador and 
me last evening that the Soviet Union would consider it- 
self in a state of war with Japan as of August 9 he empha- 
sized that although at one time it was thought that this 
action could not take place until mid-August the Soviet 
Government had now strictly lived up to its promise to 
enter Pacific War 3 months after the defeat of Germany. 
In reply to an inquiry made by the British ambassador as to 
how the Japanese ambassador had reacted to the statement 
handed him at 5 o'clock, Molotov first explained that Saito 
was a ‘kind hearted man’ and that he had always had good 
relations with him. Molotov continued that Saito inquired as 
to what the Soviet statement meant with respect to the words 
‘to free the people from further sacrifices and suffering and 
to give the Japanese people the opportunity of avoiding the 
danger of destruction suifered by Germany.’ Molotov replied 
that the Soviet Government wished to shorten the duration of 
the war and decrease sacrifices. Saito then remarked that 
the Pacific war would not be of long duration.” 

In another message Harriman reported: 

“IT saw Stalin and Molotov this evening. Stalin said that 
his advance troops had already crossed the frontiers of Man- 
churia both from the west and the east not meeting heavy 
resistance on any front and had advanced 10 or 12 kilometers 
in some sections. The main forces were starting across the 
frontier as we spoke.... He said further that they had not 
yet attacked in Sakhalin but were prepared to do so later. In 
discussing the Japanese situation he said that he thought the 
Japanese were looking for a pretext to set up a government 
that would surrender and he thought that the atomic bomb 
might give this pretext. 

“He showed great interest in the atomic bomb and said 
that it could mean the end of war and aggression but that 
the secret would have to be well kept. He said that they had 
found in Berlin laboratories in which the Germans were work- 
ing on the breaking of the atom but that he did not find that 
they had come to any results. Soviet scientists had also been 
working on the problem but had not been able to solve it.” 


Second Atom Bomb Is Dropped. 


On August 9 the second atom bomb was dropped, this 
time on Nagasaki. This second demonstration of the power of 
the atomic bomb apparently threw Tokyo into a panic, for 
the next morning brought the first indication that the Jap- 
anese Empire was ready to surrender. 

n August 10th, at 7:33 in the morning, our radio moni- 
tors heard this news item being given out over Radio Tokyo: 

“The Japanese Government is ready to accept the terms 
enumerated in the joint declaration which was issued at 
Potsdam, July 26, 1945, by the Heads of Government of the 
United States, Great Britain, and China, and later subscribed 


to by the Soviet Government, with the understanding that 
said declaration does not comprise any demand which prej-

When the four had arrived, I turned to each in turn and 


asked his opinion on these questions: Were we to treat this 
message from Tokyo as an acceptance of the Potsdam Dec- 


laration? There had been many in this country who felt that 
the Emperor was an integral part of that Japanese system 


which we were pledged to destroy. Could we continue the 


Emperor and yet expect to eliminate the warlike spirit in 
Japan? Could we even consider a message with so large a 
os as the kind of unconditional surrender we had fought 
or? 

Secretary Stimson had always expressed the opinion that 
it would be to our advantage to retain the emperor. He 
urged the same point now. We needed, as he saw it, to keep 
the only symbol of authority which all Japanese acknowl- 
edged. Admiral Leahy also recommended that we accept 
the Japanese proposal if for no other reason than that we 
would be able to use the emperor in effecting the surrender. 
Secretary Byrnes was less certain that we should accept 
anything short of an unequivocal declaration of surrender. 
He argued that in the present position it should be the 
United States and not Japan that should state conditions. 
Secretary of the Navy Forrestal offered the suggestion that 
we might in our reply indicate willingness to accept, yet 
define the terms of surrender in such a manner that the 
intents and purposes of the Potsdam declaration would be 
clearly accomplished. 


I asked Byrnes to draft a reply that might convey such 
an understanding. Shortly before noon, he came back to 
the White House bringing with him the official communi- 
cation from the Japanese government which had just been 
received from the Swiss legation. It was identical with the 
earlier radio transmission. 


Reply to Japanese Surrender Message. 


Byrnes also submitted for my approval a draft of a 
proposed reply to be sent to Japan. I asked the Secretary 
of State to stay for lunch, while I summoned a Cabinet 
meeting for two o'clock. During lunch we worked out an 
urgent communication to go to the British, Russian and 
Chinese governments to get their concurrence to the answer 
we proposed to send to Japan, and were joined by Admiral 
Leahy, who helped with the drafting. 


At two o'clock the Cabinet convened 
the proposed reply and indicated by what procedure we 
would seek the approval of our allies. We dispatched identi- 
cal messages to London, Moscow and Chungking, and in 
each of these we instructed our ambassador to make im- 
mediate delivery of the message to impress upon the re- 
cipients that speed was of the essence. The message we 
enclosed read, in part, as follows: 


“With regard to the Japanese Government’s message 
accepting the terms of the Potsdam proclamation but con- 
taining the statement ‘with the understanding that the said 
declaration does not comprise any demand which prejudices 
the prerogatives of His Majesty as a sovereign ruler’—our 
position is as follows: 

“*From the moment of surrender the authority of the 
Emperor and the Japanese Government to rule the state shall 
be subject to the Supreme Commander of the Allied Powers 
who will take such steps as he deems proper to effectuate the 
surrender terms. 


“*The Emperor and the Japanese High Command will be 
required to sign the surrender terms necessary to carry out 
the provisions of the Potsdam Declaration, to issue orders to 
all the armed forces of Japan to cease hostilities and to sur- 
render their arms, and to issue such other orders as the 
Supreme Commander may require to give effect to the sur- 
render terms.’” 

The message to London left the White House at 3:45 
Eastern War Time; it was received by our embassy in Lon- 
don at 4:58 our time. The British answer was received in 
Washington at 9:48 that evening. 

Attlee and Bevin agreed but expressed doubts that it 
would be wise to ask the Emperor personally to sign the 
surrender terms. They therefore suggested this change in the 
language of the proposed reply, that “the Emperor shall au- 
thorize and ensure the signature by the Government of Japan 
and the Japanese General Headquarters of the surrender terms 
necessary to carry out the provisions of the Potsdam Dec- 
laration.” 


Chiang Wanted Emperor to Sign. 


Our message to Chiang Kai-shek brought us this reply 
which my naval aide brought to me at 7:35 on the morning 
ot August l1Ith: 

“I concur in all the conditions and join you in your reply 
to the Japanese Government on the acceptance of the Pots- 
dam proclamation. I especially concur in the condition to 
require the Emperor and the Japanese High Command to sign 
the surrender terms.” 

Ambassador Harriman’'s report of the reaction in Moscow 
was handed me when I arose that morning: 

“The British Ambassador and I were with Molotov when 
your * * * message * * * was delivered to me. Molotov was 
in process of inquiring what the attitude of our respective 
governments were to the Japanese Government's proposal. 
He informed us that the Soviet attitude towards it was 
‘skeptical’ since the Soviets did not consider it unconditional 
surrender, and that the Soviet forces, therefore, were con- 
tinuing their advance into Manchuria. As this was shortly 
after midnight, he emphasized that it was the third day of 
the Soviet campaign which would continue. He gave me the 
definite impression that he was quite willing to have the war 
continue. 

“Your message then arrived, and it was translated to 
him. His reaction was noncommittal and suggested that he 
would give me an answer tomorrow. I told him that this 
would not be satisfactory and that we wished it tonight. He 
thereupon agreed to take it up with his Government and at- 
tempt to give me an answer tonight.” 

A second message from Harriman followed shortly. 

“Molotov asked the British Ambassador and me to call 
again. He handed us the following statement, which said 
(in part): 

“*The Soviet Government also considers that, in case 
of an affirmative reply from the Japanese Government, the 
Allied Powers should reach an agreement on the candidacy 
or candidacies for representation of the Allied High Com- 
mand to which the Japanese Emperor and the Japanese 
Government are to be subordinated. 

“I took a firm exception to this paragraph and said 
that in my opinion my Government would never agree to it. 
I pointed out this was a qualification of the Soviet Govern- 
ment’s acceptance of our proposal and that it gave the 
| Soviet Government veto power on the selection of the Allied 

High Command. In answer to my inquiry as to his mean- 
ing, he finally suggested that the High Command might 
consist of two persons, both an American and a Soviet gen- 
eral, specifying Marshal Vasilevsky by name. I stated that 
it was unthinkable that the supreme commander could be 
other than America. 

“After a most heated discussion he insisted that I send

his Communication to my government. I maintained, how- 
ever, that in my opinion it would be unacceptable. 

“When I reached my office, I found Pavlov, Molotov’s 
secretary, on the telephone, advising me that Molotov had 
consulted Stalin. He said that there had been a misunder- 
standing and that only consultation had been intended and 
not the necessity of reaching an agreement. I pointed out 
to the secretary that I believed the words ‘or candidacies’ 
would also be unacceptable and asked him to convey this 
message to Molotov. Within a very few minutes he called ‘ 
back stating that Stalin had agreed to the deletion of these 
words. .He agreed to confirm this in writing.” 


Insisted on American Commander. 


Harriman was, of course, expressing our set policy. 
The State, War and Navy Coordinating Committee had 
some time ago formulated our position on the postwar con- 
trol of Japan, and I had approved it. We wanted Japan 
controlled by an American commander, acting on behalf 
of the Allies who might coordinate their desires through a 
conference or council which we proposed to call the Far 
Eastern Advisory Commission. 

I was determined that the Japanese occupation should 
not follow in the footsteps of our German experience. I 
did not want divided control or separate zones. I did not 
want to give the Russians any opportunity to behave as 
they had in Germany and Austria. Thus Harriman was 
able to speak up at once when Molotov tried to change 
the basic Policy for Japan. 

Meanwhile in Washington a message was prepared to 
inform our allies of the selection of General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur to be the Supreme Commander in Japan. In the 
same message I proposed that the new Supreme Commander 
should instruct the Japanese to surrender their forces in 
Southeast Asia to Admiral Lord Louis Mountbatten, the Su- 
preme Commander in that area; those forces facing the 
Russians to the Soviet High Commander in the Far East; 
and all other forces in China to Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek. ; 

The next day—August 12th—was a Sunday, but I spent 
nearly the entire day in my office, frequently joined by the 
Secretary of State and the heads of the armed forces. The 
place was beleaguered by press and radio people, and large 
crowds gathered outside the White House and in Lafayette 
Park. A report that the Japanese had accepted was circulated 
early in the evening, but it turned out to be false. 


Letter to His Sister, Mary. 


In the midst of this I wrote my sister Mary. 

“Dear Mary:” the letter read. “This is your birthday, 
and I had intended to have a letter there this morning. 
But conditions here have been such that it was impossible 
to get it done. I surely hope you have a happy one. Mar- 
garet should be out with some presents, and I mailed you 
one from Germany. 

“I have a beautiful Belgian luncheon set for Mama 
and some handkerchiefs for Luella and a Swiss watch for 
Martha Ann. I also have a present for Gilbert. 

“Since I landed last Tuesday there hasn't been a min- 
ute. The speech, the Russian entry into the war, the Jap 
surrender offer and the usual business of the President's 
office have kept me busy night and day. 

“It seems that things are going all right. 
crisis seems to be the worst one, but after 
isn’t so bad...

In the meantime, I received word from Stalin, Chiang 
Kai-shek and Attlee that the selection of Douglas Mac- 
Arthur to be the Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers 
met with their approval. Despite these agreements, however, 
there were also ominous notes. Ambassador Pauley, who 
was in Moscow on another—futile—attempt to find agree- 
ment on reparations matters with the Russians, urged quick 
action on the Far East to prevent Russian excesses: 

“Conclusions I have reached,” a message from him 
read, “through discussion on reparations and otherwise (I 
repeat otherwise) lead me to the belief that our forces 
should occupy quickly as much of the industrial areas of 
Korea and Manchuria as we can, starting at the southerly 
tip and progressing northward. I am assuming all of this 
will be done at no risk of American lives after organized 
hostilities have ceased, and occupancy to continue until 

satisfactory agreements have been reached between the na- 
tions concerned with respect to reparations and territorial 
rights or other concessions.” 

Complications were also beginning to arise in China. 
Hurley reported that the Communists were seeking to take 
the greatest possible advantage of the impending Japanese 
collapse. 

“If the United States,” Ambassador Hurley cabled, “and 
the United Nations permit an armed belligerent political 
party in China to accept surrender of the Japanese and to 
acquire Japanese arms, a-fratricidal war in China will there- 
by be made certain. I have already suggested that in the 
terms of surrender Japan be required to surrender all Japa- 
nese arms in China including Japanese arms that are in 
the hands of Japanese soldiers, Chinese puppet troops sup- 
porting Japan, and Chinese partisan organizations operating 
with Japan, to the National Government of China. We 
have also recommended that the terms of surrender should 
penalize Japan for any attempt to arm any belligerent forces 
within China against the National Government * * * * 

“General Wedemeyer has shown me his report to the 
Chief of Staff setting out his opinion of the situation that 
will prevail if the Japanese are allowed to surrender their 
arms to the Communist armed party. I concur in General 
Wedemeyer’s report and recommend that the State De- 
partment urge that the surrender terms provide that none 
of the Japanese arms will be surrendered to the Chinese 
Communist armed party.” 


China Issue Not a New One. 

These messages from Moscow and Chungking did not, 
of course, raise new issues. The preceding months had 
shown us that Stalin and his colleagues did not view mat- 
ters in the same light we did. The delicate balance in 
China between the forces of Chiang Kai-shek and those of 
the Chinese Communists had been the subject of many 
discussions among our policy experts. But the opportunity 
of the moment was to put an end to the years of war. 
dictator can use his soldiers as soulless pawns, but in a 
government like ours the voice of the people must be 
heeded; and the American people wanted nothing more in 
that summer of 1945 than to end the fighting and bring the 
boys back. 

August 13th passed without word from the Japanese 
On the morning of August 14th, however, Commander Var- 
daman brought word that a coded cable from Tokyo had 
been received in Berne. It turned out that it was not an 
answer to our message at all, and the wait continued. 

At three o'clock Byrnes informed me that he had just 
learned that a code message was then being received in 
Berne from Tokyo. At 4:05 he put through a call to Harri- 
son, who gave him the answer we wanted: Japan had sur- 
rendered! 

At 7:00 P.M. the White House correspondents gathered 
in my office. Mrs. Truman was with me, and most of the 
members of the Cabinet were present. I had also asked a 
former Cabinet member to join me on this momentous oc- 
casion. Cordell Hull, now seriously ill, and for many years 
a most distinguished Secretary of State, did not arrive un- 
til the conference was nearly over, but I was glad that we 
could include him in the official picture that was taken of 
the event. He had done much to make this day possible. 

When everybody was in, I stood behind my desk and 
read a statement which said in part: 

“T have received this afternoon a message from the 
Japanese Government in reply to the message forwarded 
to that Government by the Secretary of State on August 
eleventh. I deem this reply a full acceptance of the Potsdam 
Declaration which specifies the unconditional surrender of 
Japan. In the reply there is no qualification.” 

The correspondents shouted congratulations as they 
rushed out the doors to flash the word to their papefs. 
Mrs. Truman and I went out to the fountain on the north 
lawn. A vast crowd had assembled outside the gates, and 
when I made a “V” sign in the manner of Churchill, a great 
cheer went up. I remained outside only a few minutes, 
and then went back into the White House and called my 
mother at her home in Grandview, Missouri. 

Around eight o’clock the crowds outside were still grow- 
ing, and I went out on the north portico and spoke a few 
words through a loudspeaker that had been set up there. 
This was a most significant and dramatic moment, and I 
felt deeply moved by the excitement. 

We had won the war. It was my hope now that the 
people of Germany and Japan could be rehabilitated under 
the occupation. The United States, as I had stated at 
Berlin, wanted no territory, no reparations. Peace and 
happiness for all countries were the goals toward which 
we would work and for which we had fought. No nation 
in the history of the world had taken such a position in 
complete victory. No nation with the military power of 
the United States of America had been so generous to its

THE SIXTH OF JUNE, by Lionel 
Shapiro.

HE stupendous military 
T operation called Overlord, 

which set the beaches of 
Normandy aflame in the early 
hours of June 6, 1944, is a 
theme that would challenge 
any novelist. Lionel Shapiro, 
who as a Canadian war cor- 
respondent observed its prep- 
arations and took part in the 
landing, should receive con- 
gratulations for his effort. 
His “The Sixth of June” is a 
sensitive, beautifully plotted 
story that breathes the high- 
hearted spirit of the time. 

At one level, Mr. Shapiro’s 
novel is an account of the 
great Allied planning effort 
that culminated finally in 
D-day and the assault on 
Festung Europa. At another, 
it is a picture of the British 
people at war. At still an- 
other, it details the star- 
crossed romance of a young 
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American officer and an Eng- 
lish girl, both deeply in love, 
both with heavy obligations 
elsewhere. These three ele- 
ments and others are inter- 
woven skilfully, with Over- 
lord providing the dramatic 
climax. 

The book begins with two 
farewells, geographically far 
Separated but related in that 
each is occasioned by the war. 
One is the leavetaking of 
Army Lt. Bradford Parker 
from Malton, Conn., where he 
is heir-apparent to a news- 
Paper dynasty by virtue of the 
fact that his wife, Jane, is 
the publisher’s daughter. The 
other parting takes place in 
Lincolnshire.and is that of 
Valerie Russell from Capt. 
John Wynter, British com- 
mando who is off to the con- 
flict in Africa.

HEN Lt. Parker, a fine- 
Wreoiins figure of a man, 

arrives by B-24 bomber 
for staff duty with ETO oper- 
ations sections in London, he 
has every reason to think it 
will be a wonderful war. He 
is clear of home ties, keen on 
getting the job done, anxious 
to see a little fighting, and 
assured that nobody will 
blame him for kicking up his 
heels a bit in the process. He 
meets Valerie. From then on 
the role of gay young blade 
is his no longer. He faces 
a decision regarding his wife, 
a woman of whom he is very 
fond, and Valerie has her ob- 
ligation to Capt. Wynter, who 
adores her. 

Mr. Shapiro, while shep- 
herding his romantic leads 
through their tender but frus- 
trating idyll, gets in some 
shrewd narration concerning 
the Dieppe raid, the Hotel 
Aletti in Algiers, the plight 
of the small English village 
overwhelmed by the Ameri- 
can Air Force, the atmosphere 
of wartime London and the 
beehive activity of the major 
headquarters. Lt. Parker be- 
comes woodenish at times, 
taking himsélf a little too 
seriously, but the book has a 
goodly cast of minor charac- 
ters who appear to have been 
drawn from life. 

It may be that readers ac- 
customed to the neurotic in 
war fiction will find Mr. 
Shapiro's people a shade too 
normal and decent, but this 
is a matter of taste. “The 
Sixth of June” is a highly 
satisfactory novel, and one 
that can be handed to grand- 
mother, or sold to Hollywood, 
without the blue-penciling of 
a line.

HE numerous books re- 
T cess published about 

Marcel Proust have in- 
deed delivered him from 
time, that great unyielding 
force which is one of the 
main subjects of his monu- 
mental novel Remembrance 
of Things Past. j 

In the last half dozen years, 
several biographies have ap- 
peared, many new letters 
have been published, and five 
critical studies dealing either 
in part or in their entirety 
with his 3000-page many- 
volumed novel have been 
published in English. 

One of the best is by Ger- 
maine Bree of New York 
University. Her philosophical 
study which has just been 
translated into English does 
not question that Proust is 
one of the major novelists of 
this century. 

Without retreading old 
paths others have repeatedly 
examined, Miss Bree not only 
substantiates with new ma- 
teria] what others have said, 
but offers new interpreta- 
tions. In fact since the ap- 
pearance of her book in 
French in 1950, subsequent 
writers on Proust have not 
always given Miss Bree as 
much credit as they might. 

. — 

HE book provides a lucid 
T x0 scholarly discussion 

of the Proustian world, 
where the central figure, the 
narrator, at the start of the 
first volume, dips a bit of 
cake in a cup of tea. This ex- 
perience reminds him of his 
childhood, his family, his 
friends, etc. One event re- 
calls another, and the series 
of associations fills one of 
the longest novels ever writ- 
ten. 

Miss Bree traces the intel- 
lectual and esthetic develop- 
ment of the novel, which 
through the medium of the 
narrator's memory presents a 
panorama of French society 
from the 1870s into the 
1920s, a world recreated as 
it comes through his synthe- 
sizing mind. He describes the 
disintegration of the dream 
world he thought was real. 
He sheds his illusions about 
the aristocracy, love, friend- 
ship, good and evil. Only art 
manages to resist change, 
time, and death. 

Despite the fact that the 
narrator achieves almost ev- 
erything that he dreamed of 
as a child, he sees all that he 
valued degenerate, even his 
own faith in himself is seem- 
ingly gone; then comes the 
knowledge that he has an 
inner world. This discovery 
makes it possible for him to 
{fulfill his desire to become a 
writer. The “inner self” is 
an absolute which the artist 
must transform into shape 
and meaning for his fellow 
man,

HE novel the narrator in- 
T tends to write is to create 

this “inner self” for the 
world. To remember and to 
recreate the past is one of 
the functions of the artist. 
Proust's novel achieves what 
the narrator-hero of the book 
plans to do. 

Miss Bree’s important con- 
tribution to our understand- 
ing of Proust is her thorough 
discussions of his esthetics 
and his achievement with his 
novel, for he has had a tre- 
mendous effect on contempo- 
rary writing and has broad- 
ened the scope of the novel. 
James Joyce's novels seem 
like pyrotechnical displays 
when compared with Remem- 
brance of Things Past, 


THE SCROLLS FROM THE DEAD 
EA, by Edmund Wilson. (Ox-

T ALL BEGAN in 1917 
J wren Bedouin shepherds 
searching for a lost goat 
near a cliff on the western 
shore of the Dead Sea found 


not the goat but a cave and 
inside the cave jars contain- 
ing ancient scrolls—‘“it” be- 
ing the excitement attending 
the greatest archeological find 
of this century. 


How ancient are these 
scrolls? Well, scholars seem 
to agree in dating them be- 
tween 200 B.C. and A.D. 70. 
That puts us back to Biblical 
times. 

This discovery of 1947 was 
just the first of many, and 
there may well be more to 
come as the process of comb- 
ing the Dead Sea area for 
caves continues. To date nine 
caves in the Qumran region 
have yielded significant re- 
sults, and Cave Four, discov- 
ered in 1952, has produced 
the most of all. There Bed- 
ouin digging operations—un- 
dertaken before the archeolo- 
gists could arrive and take 
over—‘“brought in” a verit- 
able gusher yielding no fewer 
than 300 or more manu- 
scripts, which are still in 
process of being deciphered. 

The contents of Cave One 
~—which are principally what 
Edmund Wilson describes in 
this account—have now in 
large part been published. 
And they are sensationa] in- 
deed, for they include a com- 
plete copy of the book of 
Isaiah — antedating by cen- 
turies the traditional text un- 
derlying our English Bible— 
a Commentary on MHabba- 
kuk, and the Manual of Dis- 
cipline of the Essenes. (The 
Essenes were a sect within 
Judaism, like the Pharisees 
and Sadducees, who main- 
tained a community on the 
shore of the Dead Sea. Our 
knowledge of them hitherto

has come from Pliny, Philo 
and Josephus.) 

These discoveries obviously 
have a two-fold importance: 
for the textual study of the 
Old Testament and for the 
light they throw on the ori- 
gins of Christianity. 

Mr. Frank M. Cross Jr., 
Associate Professor of Old 
Testament at McCormick 
Theological Seminary in Chi- 
cago and one of two Amer- 
ican scholars engaged on the 
restoration and translation of 
the remaining Qumran scrolls, 
has evaluated the Wilson ac- 
count, which first appeared 
in an abbreviated form in the 
New Yorker, May 14. He de- 
scribes it as “superb journal- 
ism.” 


ingly accurate in its fac- 
tual data and its judg- 
ments in cases of scholarly 
disagreement are marked by 
an acumen wholly unexpected 
in a layman. Wilson is no or- 
dinary reporter. His writings 
—fiction, essays, criticism— 
are widely known and have 
created a coterie of admirers. 
He went to his task armed 
with the necessary foreign 
languages, including a smat- 
tering of Hebrew. His article 
is the distillate of a tour 
about the world spent inter- 
viewing most of the scholars 
at work on the scrolls or en- 
gaged in interpretation of 
their contents. He is to be 
congratulated on his work.” 
One need add nothing to 
that, except to underscore 
what a remarkable feat of re- 
porting this is and how fas- 
cinating the whole story is. 
Not the least interesting part 
is to see these great archeo- 
logical explorations going for- 
ward against the background 
of hostility of Jew and Arab 
and the lesser rivalry of Jew 
and Christian, which greatly 
complicated matters besides 
adding to the hazards. The 
scrolls had a fearfully pre- 
carious journey fromthe 
original hands of the Bed- 
ouins to the Syrian metro- 
politan Samuel at the mon- 
astery of St. Mark in Old 
Jerusalem.

SEA FIGHTS AND SHIPWRECKS, 
by Hanson W. Baldwin. (Han- 
ever House, 315 pgs., $3.95.)

HE greatest sea fight of 
Ta time and no doubt the 

world’s last great fleet- 
action, the Battle for Leyte 
Gulf, is concisely and vividly 
told by Hanson Baldwin in 
only 28 action-packed pages 
in this superb book dealing 
with naval warfare and dis- 
aster at sea. Eight pages of 
“special notes” by Admiral 
Kinkaid and eight more by 
Admiral Halsey, the two 
American victors who have 
been at odds ever since they 
defeated the Japanese at 
Leyte, give the conflicting 
opinions of these two old sea- 
dogs. 


Although it is impossible to 
point to any one of the 18 
tales in this book and say, 
“This one is the best,” there 
is little doubt but the chap- 
ter dealing with Leyte Gulf 
will be the most widely read 
because of the two interpre- 
tations, particularly that of 
Kinkaid who proceeds under 
a full head of steam into the 
controversy with Halsey. 

Kinkaid, commanding the 
Seventh Fleet, was to supply 
and protect the landing forces 
on Leyte. Halsey, command- 
ing the Third Fleet, was to 
cover the landing forces and 
destroy any naval or air 
forces that might attack. A 
small Japanese decoy force 
pulled Halsey’s entire fleet 
away to the north while an- 
other Japanese fleet attacked 
the inferior Kinkaid fleet. 
But with victory in its grasp, 
the Japanese fleet became 
scared and fled before Halsey 
could return to intervene. 
The Japanese had been only 
three hours away from the 
helpless transports at the 
landing and had they pressed 


on they should haye been 
able to destroy them all. 

Such is the setting that 
Baldwin gives for the Halsey- 
Kinkaid controversy which ap- 
parently is to take its place in 
naval history with the Samp- 
son-Schley dispute over Santi- 
ago in the Spanish-American 
War and the Jellicoe-Beatty 
differences over Jutland—the 
great sea fight of World War 
I which with all its compli- 
cated details is also clearly 
and colorfully described by 
the author in another chap- 
ter. 

The sinking of the Titanic, 
the 46,000 ton liner which 
struck an iceberg in 1912 
with loss of 1513 of the 2224 
persons aboard, is starkly 
told by Baldwin. It first ap- 
peared years ago in Harper's 
and if there is a more meas- 
uredly dramatic account this 
reviewer would like to see it. 

* — — 

‘6 HE BIRKENEAD 
T DRILL,” in which the 
heroic sacrifices by 
British troops saved the lives 
of women and children in 
1852, is in sharp contrast 
with “The Horrible Wreck of 
the Frigate Medusa” in 1816 
which probably holds the 

record for sheer’ horror. 

Mr. Baldwin's tales of men 
and ships in. stress on the 
seven seas cover the period 
between 1816 and 1945, from 
the days of sail to the age of 
the atom. They are all true 
stories, more fantastic than 
fiction, and well told by a 
writer who knows the sea. 
There is not a dull page in 
the whole book.

FRICA is a_ continent 
A ssavea like a crushed 

skull. It is big, very big; 
its area of 11,262,000 square 
miles is the size of the United 
States, Western Europe, In- 
dia and China combined. 


On all of this land are 
Only 198,000,000 people. 
Fewer than 3 per cent of the 
people are of European de- 
scent. The other 97 per cent 
are of African—or Asian— 
descent. Yet the small minor- 
ity of European descent hold 
most of the wealth and the 
power of Africa. 


This may be the most ex- 
plosive fact in the world to- 
day. Africa is a time bomb; 
all who will listen can hear 
it ticking. . 

Pressures of the potential 
explosion. are increasing, as 
extremists among the white 
rulers of Africa — especially 
in the Union of South Africa 
—descend deeper and deeper 
into the old, discredited, un- 
scientific and immoral super- 
stition of “white supremacy.” 

It would seem unnecessary 
to add that the explosion, 
when it comes, will deeply 
involve the United States. 

Illumination of the African 
scene, therefore, is of the 
utmost importance to Amer- 
icans, and this is the task 
which the three books re- 
viewed here set out to accom- 
plish. 

* . 

UNTHER’S contribution 
(: a great mass of facts 

and observations, 400,000 
words written after a 40,000 
mile journey through Africa, 
during which he interviewed 
some 1503 people. “Inside 
Africa” is a worthy addition 
to the famous Gunther li- 
brary of “inside” books, 
starting 20 years ago with 
“Inside Europe” and continu- 
ing with “Inside Asia,” “In- 
side Latin America” and “In- 
side U.S.A.” 


He makes few apologies 
for colonialism and has scant 
respect for the United States 
policy which postures as a 
friend of the victims of co- 
lonialism, while supporting 
the colonial powers. “Afri- 
cans,” says Gunther, “laugh 
at us for being so cautious 
and ambiguous.” 

“What the United States 
ought to do,” concludes Gun- 
ther, “is to take a much bolder 
position, announce its un- 
shakable faith in freedom for 
all peoples, and enormously 
multiply our assistance to 
Africa in fields of technical 
aid, education, and the like. 
That is the only effective way 
to beat Communism. We shall 
be stupid beyond belief if we 
allow Africa to go by default, 
and let the Soviet Union 
usurp our historical role as 
the protector of young na- 
tions.” 

“Inside Africa,” however, 
is not a well-reasoned essay. 
It suffers from its virtues. 
It had to be written fast, and 
it does contain errors; and 
this kind of mass-production

reporting gives little opportu- 
nity for penetrating interpre- 
tation. 

Still, for breezy writing, 
Gunther is hard to beat. One~ 
chapter begins: 

“Zanzibar is the only place 
I have ever visited where 
birds nest in the chandeliers 
of the British Residency... .”

ESPITE his protestations 
D of not being racially 

prejudiced, Cloete not 
only exhibits a great deal of 
race prejudice, but devotes 
most of his book to an end- 
less series of observations 
about the supposed “inferior- 
ity” of the African people. 

“The scientific investiga- 
tions into racial differences,” 
he concludes, “have shown 
that the white races on the 
whole are superior to the 
black, but that this is prob- 
ably due to better environ- 
ment, But till this is recti- 
fied, white superiority must 
continue.” 

This is, of course, a state- 
ment that no reputable an- 
thropologist would begin to 
accept. 

Cloete builds his case al- 
most wholly on that most 
doubtful device, the unsup- 
ported generality: Africans 
“understand only force,” and 
have “no knowledge of cause 
and effect.” Cloete, further- 
more, doubts the value of 
education for Africans, and is 
especially scornful of “the 
pretentious young intellec- 
tuals.” 

He writes vividly; Cloete Is 
a successful South African 
novelist, Presumably he knows 
what he is talking about when 
he describes the plant and 
animal life of Africa. He 
certainly is more sympathetic 
in such passages than when 
he is describing African 
human beings.

OL. VAN DER POST 
(C tinas the deepening tra- 

gedy of Africa only a 
reflection of the sickness 
in the soul of modern man; 
the cure, as he sees it, must 
be worked out within the 
individual, and then in rela- 
tions between individuals. 
“I want to suggest,” he says, 
“that the unrest in Africa, 
in all its facets... is plainly 
an extension of our own in- 
dividual unrest. .. . Modern 
man with his grievous and 
crippling realization of hav- 
ing lost the sense of his own 
beginnings, with his agonizing 
feeling of great and growing 
estrangement from nature, 
finds that life holds up Africa 
like a magic mirror... and 
he can, could he but realize 
it, rediscover there his de- 


spised and rejected natural 
self se 


For modern man to achieve 
a new and healthy integra- 
tion, Col. van der Post be- 
lieves Africans of all colors 
must work together. “I do 
not think of the European as 
being superior to the black 
man, I think of both as be- 
ing different and of the dif- 
ferences as honorable differ- 
ences equal before God. The 
more I know of ‘primitive’ 
man in Africa the more I re- 
spect hint and the more I 
realize how profoundly we 
must learn from him. I be- 
lieve our need of him is as 
great as his is of us.” 


* * ¥ 

HE white man has, of 
T course, all but destroyed 

the original cultures of 
the black man in Africa, and 
in its place offered a Western 
religious faith; but “the 
African today is growing less 
and less impressed by what 
we preach in church and pro- 
fess in parliament. He is 
influenced by what we do. 
... It does not take him long 
to see that there is a dark 
gulf between what we profess 
in church on Sundays and 
practice in the week.” 

Christianity, without the 
brotherhood of man, does not 
meet the need. “Just think, 
for one moment,” says Col. 
van der Post, “of the light 
that is in the eye of a human 
being when he looks at an- 
other human being he loves 
and respects as an equal. 
Then remember the look in 
the eye of the average Euro- 
pean when he is in contact 
with ‘a lesser breed without 
the law,’ and you will under- 
stand what I mean. The dif- 
ference between the two, I 
believe, is the explosive that 
has blown the Europeans out 
of one country after another 
during our time.” 

It is not all as hopeless as 
it looks, Col. van der Post 
believes, however, because 
“hatred is akin to love” and 
“secretly, the black natural 
man in Africa attracts the 
European no matter how 
much he consciously rejects 
him. I say this with confi- 
dence because, after all, I 
was born in Africa and have 
not only lived with the preju- 
dices of which I am speaking 
but have also shared them.”

OL. VAN DER POST, per- 
(nar: regrettably, does not 

detail how he overcame 
his own prejudices, though 
he drops a few clues. He was 
a British Commando officer, 
in the desert and in Java, 
among other places, and the 
book is dedicated to another 
Commando officer, Col. David 
Sterling, who has dedicated 
himself to the brotherhood of 
man in Africa; obviously Col. 
Sterling, a remarkable man 
and one of Britain's most 
illustrious war heroes, has 
a strong influence on Col. 
van der Post. 

And Col. van der Post tells 
of his imprisonment by the 
Japanese, in Java, where he 
saw in the eyes of his fellow 
white prisoners, when being 
mistreated by the Japanese, a 
look he had seen before: “I 
realized, ashamed, that I had 
been familiar with that ex- 
pression all my life and had 
seen it countless times on the 
faces of black Africans. ... 
I realized then with a bitter 
emotion that the black man 
is a prisoner in our world 
and we a kind of Japanese 
jailer.”

Credit Further Tightened. 

Credit was tightened a few 
further notches this week. The 
advance in the prime loan rate 
of the banks to 342 per cent, 
which was initiated by New 
York commercial banks, became 
generally effective throughout 
the country on Monday.

It was followed by the tenth 
boost this year in interest rates 
on commercial paper, represent- 
ing the short-term borrowings 
of leading corporations.

‘unchanged to 154 higher, soy- 
beans 4@2% lower and lard 
30 to 40 cents a hundred pounds 
lower. 
| Cash Corn Demand Poor. 

Demand for cash corn was 
very poor. As the week ended 
No. 2 yellow corn was quoted | 
in the cash market at 71% to 10 | 
cents under the December fu- 
ture, the widest discount yet 
during the harvest season. A | 
year ago the cash price was | 
higher than the December fu- 
ture price. 

Late in the day on Friday 
some No. 2 yellow corn sold at 
$1.15%. That was the lowest 
price since October, 1949, when 
the price got down to $1.11. 
With that one exception, the 
price Friday was the lowest 
since 1945, when it hit $1.10%4. 

A year ago at this time No. 2 
yellow corn was bringing 
$1.54%. And there once was a 
time, back in September of 
1947, when it sold as high as 
$2.97. 

One trouble with corn was 


that the midwest is harvesting | 


a very big crop, which comes 


on top of a huge carryover from | 


previous years. Moreover, a lot 


of this corn isn’t eligible for |

More Hogs, Cattle. 

Both the hog population and 
cattle on feed are up fron 
year ago, which should pro- 
vide a larger consumption of 
corn. Such an increase in con- 
sumption is expected, although 
at the moment hogs are being | 
marketed at light weights—and 
at the lowest prices in nearly 10 | 
years.

‘ Grain sorghums compete with 
corn as a feed in foreign coun- 
tries. There’s a huge grain sor- 
ghum crop in the Southwest, 
And the Government has start- 
ed selling some red wheat to ex- 
\portefs at competitive prices. 
The exporters got the wheat for | 
$1.26 at Gulf of Mexico ports. 
Wheat, of course, can be used 
as a feed grain. 

About the only bullish argu- 
ment grain analysts could think 
of existed in the price of corn 
Hadn't the price discounted all 
known bearish factors? Wasn't 
it possible the market had been 
oversold? 

Corn Support Price $1.58. 

This year's corn crop is being 
supported at $1.58, national 
farm average. Grainmen esti- 
mate that’s equivalent to $1.75 
at Chicago. As the week closed 
the December future was a 
shocking 50 cents under the 
support price. 

As for the rest of the grain 
list, the chief feature was just 
plain dullness. 

In wheat the 1956 crop con- 
tracts sank the most, reflecting 
the excellent seed bed in which 
winter wheat has been planted. 
Reports processors had ample 
supplies of soybeans on hand 
stymied demand for beans.

Rapid desegr&tion in St. Louis 
publie schools was made pos- 
sible because church, welfare 
and civic groups had created a 
“climate” for public acceptance 
through many years work in 


race relations, it was stated in 
an article in the November 
issue of Adult Leadership. 

The article, “School Desegre- 
gation—The St. Louis Way,” de- 
clared that when the United 
States Supreme Court ruled in 
1954 that segregation in schools 
was unconstitutional, St. Louis 
was ready to go forward with 
an integration plan because of 
the groundwork of these organi- 
zations. 

Author of the article was Ry- 
erson Johnson, associate editor 


in three semesters with. virtu- 
ally no friction. 
_ In citing a reason for the suc- 
cess of the St. Louis integration 
plan, the article quotes Virgil L. 
Border, Missouri director of the 
National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews, as saying: “St. 
Louis was ready. Long before 
the Supreme Court’s decision 
was announced, we had started 
building an emotional climate 
for its acceptance.” 
Organizations Mentioned. 
Nymerous organizations were 
credited with aiding in the bet- 
terment of race relations in St. 
Louis, including the Social Plan- 
ning Council, the Y.M.C.A,. and 
the Y.W.C.A., the Urban League, 
the League of Women Voters, 
the Mayor’s Council on Human 
Relations, and AFL, CIO and 


of the magazine, published by 
the Adult Education Association 
of the United States. The asso- 
ciation will hold its annual na- 
tional conference here Noy.

Many Groups Helped. 

Johnson reported many St. 
Louis individuals and organi- 
zations contributed to creating 
the public attitude which per- 
mitted integration to 
achieved in St. Louis public 
schools more quickly and 
smoothly than in other places 
in the nation.

Louis Board of Education ap- 
proved a three-step desegrega- 
tion plan a month after the

AST Sunday afternoon sev- 
L era million people sat in 

front of their television 
screens and watched a mam- 
moth, panoramic program called 
“Wide, Wide World,” which 
transported them to far-flung 
places and let them watch the 
people in those places doing the 
things they happened to be 
doing that particular autumn 
afternoon. 


Several million people proba- 
bly will be doing the same 
thing next Sunday, and a lot of 
Sundays to follow, because the 
program, produced by NBC 
(and seen here over’ KSD-TV) 
was the first of a series planned 
for every other Sunday during 
the coming winter. 

Sunday’s show lasted for an 
hour and a half, was narrated 
by Dave Garroway and cost 
more than $100,000. It took the 
viewer to 11 different spots 
over the United States, required 
73 television cameras scattered 
from California to New Eng- 
land, which were manned by 
some 1800 cameramen, engi- 
neers and technicians, and a 
whole raft of producers, direc- 
tors, assistant directors and ex- 
perts of all sorts. It used 41,000 
miles of cable. 

The show took its viewers to 
San Francisco, the Grand Can- 
yon, the Texas State Fair, New 
England, Lake Mead, Utah; Ari- 
zone, Florida, New York and 
other interesting places and 


‘scenes around the country, in- 


cluding the confluence of the 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers 
just above St. Louis. 

We will now pan down, as the 
TV directors say, to this spot on 
the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers where one of the 11 
sequences in the show origi- 
nated, through the facilities and 
efforts of KSD-TV. 

Here viewers saw a paddle- 
wheel steamboat drifting down 
the river on a Sunday after- 
noon. Jet planes flew overhead, 
speedboats dashed about in the 
water and an airplane equipped 
with a television camera gave 
aerial shots of the meeting of 
the waters. 

i a * 

EANWHILE the voice of 
M carroway, in a seemingly 

easy and offhand manner, 
wove a charming commentary 
around the scene. The whole 
St. Louis sequence lasted only 
about four and a half minutes 
and no doubt to the viewer it 
presented just the air of casual 
charm and interest at which 
the whole program aimed. 

No doubt also it gave the im- 
pression of having been done 
with the greatest of ease. All 
you have to do is get a steam- 
boat, eight jet planes, a TV- 
equipped plane and a lot of 
speedboats together at the same 
time and turn the camera on 
them. The slightly hysterical 
laughter you hear offstage 
comes from producers, direc- 
tors, cameramen, technicians and 
engineers of KSD-TV, who have 
now just about recovered from 
the job. 

Arrangements for the _ St. 
Louis segment of the show, 
which may be used as a micro- 
cosm to illustrate the complex- 
ity of the job of putting to- 
gether the whole shdw, began 
in early September with tele- 
phone conversations between 
NBC in New York and KSD-TV 
in St. Louis. Plans for the show 
were outlined and KSD-TV was 
asked to handle the St. Louis 
segment. 


No television show, of course, 
is born full grown, and all the 
NBC producers knew then was 
that they wanted a picturesque 
scene of an autumn afternoon 
on the Mississippi. A steamboat 
would, of course, be funda- 
mental. There was even talk of 
a jazz band and other bits of 
color, but as the segment took 
shape the jazz band went out 
in favor of jet pianes. Don't 
ask anyone how these things 
happen. 


NBC also wanted aerial shots 
showing how the Missouri flows 
into the Mississippi, and the 
only way this could be done, 
obviously, was with a plane 
equipped with a TV camera 
since the whole show is live 
pick-ups. No film. Planes 
equipped with TV cameras are 
something you can’t hardly get 
any of. Just like stern-wheel 
river boat The former is too 
new, it developed, and the lat- 
ter almost too old. 

Frank Eschen, KSD-TV di- 
rector of special events, and 
Kieth Gunther, producer-direc-

tor assigned to the segment, 
took one thing at a time, and 
they first went out for jet 
planes. The nearest available 
jet planes were those of the 
Eighty-fifth Fighter Interceptor 
Squadron, based at Scott Air 
Force Base, whose duty it is 
to protect this area from pos- 
sible attack by enemy aircraft. 
They make routine flights from 
time to time, and perhaps a 
“routine” flight could be ar- 
ranged at exactly 2:10:57 o'clock 
on the afternoon of Sunday, 
Oct. 16, at a point on the Mis- 
sissippi river where a steam- 
boat, television cameras, etc., 
were present. 


It isn’t easy to borrow eight 
jet planes. Negotiations were 
started in New York between 
Eugene Jones, NBC supervisor 
of cross-country pick-ups, and 
Maj. Ray Housman of the Air 
Force. Shortly thereafter a 
three-and-a-half-hour meeting 
was held at Scott Air Base at- 
tended by a half dozen repre- 
sentatives of NBC; Eschen and 
Gunther and Ed Risk, chief 
engineer of KSD-TV; Maj. Hous- 
man, Lt. Col. Douglas M. Peck, 
commander of the jet squadron, 
and various other Air Force 
personnel. The TV men ex- 
plained to the Air Force men 
what they had in mind and the 
technicalities involved. 

_ * oe 

FTER the Air Force agreed 
Av take part in the show, 

there was the matter of 
working out time, altitude and 
other matters so that the show 
would run smoothly and every- 
thing would be synchronized. 
It's no easy task to synchronize 
jet planes into a script when 
they fly faster than 600 miles 
an hour. The're likely to be 
gone before you know it. d 

Flights were made in the 
Post-Dispatch plane by NBC 
end KSD-TV men over the pro- 
posed site of the show, to deter- 
mine where cameras should be, 
equipment should be stationed, 
elevation of the jet planes and 
elevation of the TV-plane and 
so forth. 


After flying over and touring 
the site, Risk decided on a cen- 
tral control spot on the Illinois 
side of the Mississippi, directly 
across from the mouth of the 
Missouri. Here, at the docks 
of the Conoco Oil Co., were 
power lines to which they could 
hook up. At this time Risk had 
to make arrangements for this 


with Ed Michaels of Conoco— 
another of the many details. 


It was decided to have two 
complete remote TV units, one 
on the shore and one on the 
boat. There would be one 
camera on shore, two cameras 
on the boat and one in the 
plane. 


In the week preceding the 
show, meetings were held with 
all the jet pilots and other Air 
Force personnel, including the 
communciations experts from 
Scott Air Force Base who 
would maintain contact with 
the planes from the TV control 
unit by radio. With maps of the 
area, the pilots were briefed 
thoroughiy, shown the flight 
pattern of the TV plane, which 
would give them their cue to 
fly into camera range. This 
had to be split-second timing 
in the literal sense of the word. 


They were to be cued by the 
pilot of the TV -plane, who was 
to say on the air: “I am about 
23 miles northeast of St. Louis 
on my approach to Scott Air 
Force Base,” and things were 
to be timed so that when he 
said the last word, base, the 
jets were to zoom across the 
field of vision. They, of course, 
were in touch with the TV 
plane by radio, one of many 
cross-currents of communica- 
tion going on all the time—

IGHT now we need an old 
R time Mississippi river stern- 

wheel paddle boat. There 
are still some stern-wheelers 
working the river, but they're 
tow boats. The Steamship 
Mississippi, which belongs to 
the United States Army Corps 
of Engineers, is the only one of 
its type left, with a paddle in 
the back, a Texas deck, and the 
general nostalgic lines of the 
old river packets. 

The Mississippi is a work boat, 
used by the Army Corps of En- 
gineers to patrol the river, 
supervise dredging and other 
operations to keep the channel! 
clear. It makes an inspection 
trip up this way every so often, 
but it wasn’t due for a couple 
of months yet. 

Again negotiations were start- 
ed at the top, with Brig. Gen. 
Tom Hardin, chief divisional 
engineer of the lower Mississip- 
pi. The boat was at Natchez. 
The general was persuaded to 
change the schedule for the 
next trip and bring the boat up 
in time for the show. 


The Mississippi is 221 feet

Dave Cook of Memphis, who 
comes from a long line of 
steamboat captains. Cook, a 
young, pleasant and very co- 
operative skipper, once had a 
TV show from his boat. It was 
an Ed Murrow show, but it 
was done with film. This being 


‘a live pick-up, the boat's crew 


had to be rehearsed just like 
the jet pilots. 

The boat wasn't due to arrive 
until Saturday, the day before 
the broadcast. So on Friday 
night Gunther, Risk, and a staff 
of technicians set off with a 
big truckload of equipment and 
met the boat at St. Genevieve. 
They loaded on two cameras 
with tripods and other acces- 
sories, control and power supply 
units, switchers, synchronizing 
generators, microwave trans- 
mitters and controls, two re- 
mote control amplifiers, six 
microphones, 1500 feet of cable 
and a lot of spare parts. The 
eyes of the deckhands bugged 
out. 

“All that stuff come in just 
one truck?’ they wanted to 
know. One deckhand was 
handed a eoil of heavy cable. 
It slipped through his fingers 
and almost went into the river. 

“Man.” he exclaimed, “I 
thought that was jest garden 
hose.” 

— = 
COMPLETE TV station was 
Ace up forward in the main 
deck, with cable stretched 
to the engineer rooms to get 
power from the boat's own gen- 
erator. 

The TV-equipped plane, it so 
happens, is also the only one 
of its kind in existence. It is 
one of two planes equipped by 
the Army Signal Corps for ex- 
perimental purposes. The other 
has since been dismantled. The 
idea behind them—to fly over 
front lines and televise what's 
going on for the benefit of the 
gencral and his staff who are 
watching a screen back at field 
headquarters. 

The plane, an L20, commonly 
known as a Beaver, is based at 
Fort Huachuca, near Douglas, 
Ariz. Its use was arranged by 
NBC and it was flown to St. 
Louis for the show by Capt. 
Gordon Parks and Lieut. Rich- 
ard Livingston, with a crew of 
six technicians.

early in the week before the 
Sunday of the broadcast. This 
meant that communication to 
and from the boat and the 
planes had to be co-ordinated. 
Eight technicians were stationed 
on *the boat, eight more on 
shore.

LL pictures, those made 
A trom boat, plane and a cam- 

era on the shore line, would 
go through the control truck 
and be fed to the network by 
microwave. The picture went 
to Soythwestern Bell Telephone 
in St. Louis which was con- 
nected to the cross-country net- 
work, and the sound was 
microwaved to [Illinois Bell, 
through Alton. 

This meant that trucks, equip- 
ment and men from both tele- 
phone companies were working 
on the scene from Tuesday on 
through the telecast. I[flinois 
Bell, for example, had two mo- 
bile communications units on 
hand, one at the river and one 
at Alton, and a crew of 10 men. 

The last few days before the 
broadcast were hectie ones, 

with rehearsals in which noth- 
ing seemed to go right, installa- 
tion of equipment, and tele- 
phone calls between NBC in 
New York and KSD-TV in St. 
Louis. The number of calls 
hasn't been verified yet, but it 
is expected to be in the dozens, 
ranging from 15 minutes to an 
hour, and discussing every de- 
tail of the show down to and 
including whether to swing the 
cameras in a 90-degree arc or 
a 180-degree arc to get a close- 
up shot of the paddle wheel 
churning the water. A 90-de- 
gree arc can be done in five 
seconds, whereas it would take 
10 for a longer arc. Seconds 
are like diamonds on a deal like 
this. 

By Saturday all the equip- 
ment was in place, including 
the mobile units from the tele- 
phone companies, an air-force 
trailer containing transmitter 
and receiver, the KSD-TV mo- 
bile unit and subsidiary trucks 
and equipment, all hovering in 
a tight little group on the riv- 
er’s edge, all surrounded by a 
couple of dozen cars belonging 
to telephone men, TV men, Air 
Force men and various uniden- 
tified observers. Across the 
river loomed the steamboat.

In addition 
to the director, who, with head- 
phones, was in touch with all 
the units, there was the assist- 
ant director, Bob Bell, who was 
in constant communication with 
NBC at New York, various 
technicians who watched all the 
monitors, a sound man, and an 
Air Force man in communiea- 
tion with the jets.

Sleep, Sweet Sleep Fortune From Gullible Women 


For the Ground Hog 
By Leonard Hall — 


is a jumble of fields and woods, creeks and poads, 
patches of waste ground and thickety fence-rows. Land 
such as this supplies a variety of environments so that it 
almost always supports 
a good population of birds 
and wild animals, both in 
number of individuals and 
range of species. And the 
longer one lives in close 
association with these birds 
and animals, the friendlier 
4 one becomes with them. 
=~ 4 No longer do we look upon 
| them as game to be killed 
m\ i or pests to be destroyed, 
“4 but rather as neighbors 
that have as good a right 
to live out their lives here 
as we have. - 
The fact of the matter is, 
we've even made our peace 
with the ground hogs 
which farmers generally 
‘regard as a nuisance and 
hunters as a target. 
There's no doubt these furry little fellows are great forage 
eaters, consuming a considerable amount of such crops as 
clover and alfalfa. Also they are tremendous diggers, so 
that their burrows are sometimes a danger to livestock. 
Yet the ground hog generally digs at the edge of the field 
and very often a few yards back in the wooded border. And 
here there can be little doubt that his excavating activities 
do have a useful purpose, since the burrows serve as shel- 
ters and dens for other animals and especially the cotton- 
tail rabbit. 

The ground hog—or woodchuck, as he is known in the 
eastern part of his wide range—is actually an engaging 
and peaceable little fellow. He harms no other animal and, 
except for man and his dogs, has few enemies. He can, 
in a pinch, be eaten although he seldom is hunted by man 
for this purpose. His pelt, moreover, has little value so 
that he is scorned by the trapper. Yet in spite of this and 
of the fact that he consumes almost any sort of plant food 
and thus seldom suffers from a limited diet, it isn’t often 
that the ground hog population gets really out of hand. 

ee 
We generally start watching for the ground 

hog along in mid-April when he awakens from his 

long winter’s sleep and comes out looking for food. 

This is also his mating season and the young are 

born after just four weeks, generally about a half- 

dozen of them in a litter. For several weeks they 
remain in the nest which the mother ground hog 

has built deep down in the burrow. But by alfalfa 

cutting time, the youngsters are fat and fully 

furred out and can often be found playing and 
feeding around the mouth of the den. 
2 eS 
@ ONCE THE YOUNG GROUND HOGS are old enough 
to forage for themselves, the family breaks up and they are 
on their own. For ground hogs are actually solitary crea- 
tures, each having its bit of territory and its own burrows. 
These burrows are really remarkable structures, often going 
down for six feet, then extending laterally for 25 feet or 
even more. There is always a mound of dirt around the 
main entrance and then, perhaps four or five feet down 
the slanting tunnel, a sort of barricade of dirt which blocks 
off any direct view of the depths and also probably serves 
as a sort of observation post for the owner. Somewhere 
far from the entrance the ground hog digs a side tunnel 
ending in a sort of room where he sleeps and stores emer- 
gency rations. And also somewhere far from the main 
entrance, which is marked by the inevitable dirt mound, 
the ground hog digs straight upward until he comes out 
above ground again. This gives him an emergency entrance, 
well hidden in the grass and inconspicuous because there 
is no tell-tale pile of dirt to mark it. 
a 
During the summer a ground hog may dig 
several dens. One may be out in the field where 

the forage is heaviest, another at the edge of a 

cornfield and still another close to a creek or 

spring. Or one of the burrows may be quite deep 

in the woods, for more than once in the heat of 

mid-summer, I’ve come upon a fat young ground 

hog stretched out in the sunlight at the base of a 

big oak tree. If the dogs aren’t with me, I can 

sit down close by and watch. The ground hog 

yawns and stretches, dozes awhile, awakens to 

scratch his ear with'a furry fore-paw. Finally, 
when I toss a small clod of dirt toward him, he 
gives his sharp, flute-like whistle and dives into 

his burrow among the roots. 

= 
@ AS SUMMER WEARS ALONG the young ground hogs 
mature and the old ones grow fat as senators. Often in the 
early morning and late afternoon we see them standing 
contemplatively beside the mouths of their burrows, ob- 
serving their small world with a calm and philosophical 
eye. Summer has been good and all during early autumn 


T HERE are advantages to living in a countryside which 


they’ve been storing fat for the long winter's sleep that 
lies ahead. Actually I suppose the largest. ground hog is 
seldom more than 24 inches in length and with a weight of 


perhaps 12 pounds. But at this season when we see one 
of the big fellows waddling sedately across the alfalfa field, 
it would be easy to guess he'd tip the scales at twice that 
figure. » 

As the days grow shorter and a chill comes to the 
morning air, the ground hog becomes less active. Now we 
see him mostly in the afternoon when the October sun has 
warmed the air. And each night his sleep becomes deeper 
and each day his blood circulates more slowly and his 
awakening is later. Finally as the leaves fall and most 
mornings bring sharp frost, there comes a day when he 
does not waken at all. Gradually his pulse slows until, from 
80 beats a minute, it slows to a mere dozen. Curled deep 
in his den, his normal 95-degree temperature gradually 
drops to 40 degrees. If we could watch, his breathing 
would be almost imperceptible, coming only a dozen times 
in an hour. Thus our small and furry companion of the 
summer meadows has rounded out the cycle of his active 
year and we will see him no more until the April sun 
warms the earth again and sets the meadow to growing.

OM THE OMNIPOTENT, The Great Loving Guru of the 


0 Tantriks, is no more. 


On Sept. 28, death came quietly in a New York hospital 
for the self-styled mystic who back in the twenties talked New 
York society matrons out of millions by selling them on the 
idea that he held the secret of 200-year-long life. 

Oom couldn’t even turn that trick for himself. He died at 
80, a whole 120 years short of his mark. 


One of the New York area’s 
most colorful characters in the 
first three decades of the cen- 
tury, Oom in recent years pre- 
ferred to be known as. Dr. 
Pierre Arnold Bernard. Seek- 
ing to shroud his past under a 
mantle of respectability, he had 
for some time lived a placid 
life on his sumptuous and al- 
most inaccessible estate in near- 
by Rockland county. And so 
well did time knit up the tatters 
of his once-raveled reputation 
that he became something of a 
pillar in his community and 
even president of a small-town 


, bank. 


Oom began life as just plain 
Peter Coon at Leon, Ja. The 
dawn of the Twentieth century 
found him working as a barber 
in Chicago. Bitten with the 
wanderlust, he made his way to 
the Pacific coast where he 
worked for a while, first as a 
lemon picker and then as a 
salmon packer. 

In 1905, after observing the 
workings of several flourishing 
cults on the West Coast, the 
young man from Iowa decided 
that the mystic business had it 
all over manual labor. With lit- 
tle more effort than it took to 
make a swami’s turban out of 
a bath towel, he set up shop. 
With a San Francisco pal, one 
Martin L. Hargis, he formed the 
Bacchante Club to teach young 
women the art of “soul charm- 
ing” and to instruct them in the 
mysteries of acquiring mystic 
powers over the male sex. 

The “club” soon folded when 
skeptical police insisted on re- 
garding the swami from the 
Midwest as a fraud. 

During the next few years 
Coon underwent a complete 
metamorphosis. He became 
Oom the Omnipotent. He even 
seemed to believe it himself. 
No longer content with the two- 
bit trappings of his San Fran- 
cisco days, he descended upon 
New York as a Hindu guru, “the 

all-knowing teacher” and “pos- 
ses of the key to the 200- 
beating life.”

OM prospered as jaded so- 
() ciatites flocked to his Tem- 

ple of Mystery where he 

served up “spiritual cocktails” 
composed of his own homemade 
hokum, made by stirring togeth- 
er a few YOga exercises, some 
ritual dances and a generous 
portion of double talk on Hindu 
philosophy. 

Soon Oom felt sufficiently 
omnipotent to set up an even 
more ambitious undertaking, 
The New York Sanskrit Col- 
lege. But in 1910 he again ran 
afoul of the law and was thrown 
into jail on the complaint of 
two young girls who charged he 
held them captive in his cult 
headquarters. The Omnipotent 
Oom languished in the Tombs 
for 141 days while police gath- 
ered juicy material about the 
midnight rituals and other 
Oriental goings-on at the so- 
called college. 

Oom was never prosecuted 
because the two girls vanished 
before the trial and the charges 
were dropped.

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other cult headquarters on Man- 
hattan’s fashionable East Side 
and in 1924, with lavish “‘dona- 
tions” from his faithful follow- 
ers, many of whom were social 
registerites and several of whom 
were members of America’s 
most famous families, he bought 
a huge estate in Rockland 
county and established The 
American Order of Tantrik. It 
was also in 1924 that one of the 
great society shocks of the day 
occurred when Barbara Ruther- 
ford Hatch, heiress to Vander- 
bilt millions, married Winfield 
J. Nicholls, who turned out to 
be Oom’s old San Francisco pal, 
Hargis, who had stuck by his 
boss all those years. 

Now known variously as The 
Great Loving Guru of The Tan- 
triks, Odysseus the Ordained, 
and The Greatest Guru of Them 
All, Oom also was referred to 
as the Nizam of Nyack since his 
new estate was near the town

of Nyack, N. Y. On the estate 
in addition to an “affection pal- 


ace’ built at the reputed cost’ 


of $3,000,000, Oom constructed 
what he called the Inner Circle 
Theater. The theater was deco- 
rated with many buddhas, mys- 
tic symbols, incense jars, Java- 
nese upas trees and also housed 
a library of thousands of books. 
* — * 

T Oom’s “religious country 
A cue” or “health farm,” well- 

heeled socialites listened to 
lectures by their leader, The 
Wise Man of Many Mysteries, 
and sought to grasp his version 
of the fundamentals of Yoga. 
Social life was of course not 
neglected by The Great Loving 
Guru of The Tantriks. 

One of his most lavish enter- 
tainments was a society circus 
held in 1929. More than 100 
automobiles, most of them with 
liveried chanffeurs, were count- 
ed entering the estate. 

One of the highlights of the 
entertainment program was a 
dance by Mlle. Blanche de 
Vries, a Parisian showgirl whom 
Oom had married some years 
before. For her dance, Mile. 
de Vries, clad in flowing veils, 
arose from a coffin and while 
executing some difficult Orien- 
tal gyrations saluted Oom with 
a song composed especially for 
the occasion: 

That man has the whole 
world. 
He has me, he has you. 

He has all of us now. 

He has the whole world in 
his hands, 

Oom acknowledged the trib- 
ute by doing a dance specialty 
number with a baby elephant 
as his partner. The baby ele- 
phant, incidentally, came from 
Oom’s own zoo, which housed 
five elephants, a lion, a chim- 
panzee and several llamas. 

The elephants figured in one 


of the favorite forms of relaxa- 
tion practiced by the society 
princesses after they had worn 
themselves out with a good stiff 
round of Yoga exercises. Loll- 
ing in howdahs atop the ele- 
phants’ backs, the ladies would 
take their afternoon naps as 
uniformed mahouts led _ the 
great beasts about the estate. 

At one point the solid citizens 
around Nyack initiated a drive 
to rid the community of the 
Omnipotent Oom. Local resi- 
dents peeping through the tall 
hedges of the estate reported 
incredible goings-on. For in- 
stance there was the spectacle 
presented by the wealthy cult- 
ists standing on their heads 
practicing deep breathing and 
hippety-hopping over the greens- 
ward with soda straws in their 
nostrils. Oom claimed breathing 
through the straws improved 
the respiratory process.

OTHING ever came of the 

move to oust Oom from his 

stronghold. Instead he en- 
trenched himself even deeper 
in the community. He bought up 
property after property and by 
1931 was paying taxes on $12,- 
000,000 worth of real estate in 
Rockland County. 

He also began to develop a 
passion for respectability. He 
changed from the toga-like robe 
he wore as chief poobah of the 
Tantriks and took to wearing 
expensive English tweeds 
around his estate. 

He became president of the 
nearby Pearl River bank and at- 
tended meetings of the board 
of directors in a black frock 
coat with gates-ajar collar, 
striped trousers and pearl gray 
spats. 

Little by little the old Oom 
was forgotten and as Dr. Pierre 
Arnold Bernard he took an ac-

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tive part in community life. He 
held a variety of posts in fi- 
nancial institutions. To his vast 
real estate holdings he added 
a $75,000 greyhound ' § racing 
track which he rented to a syn- 
dicate. He became the crony 
of many top figures in the 
sports world. He built a Ssta- 
dium and promoted football and 
lacrosse games, boxing matches 
and wrestling contests.

N recent years, Ooom had be- 
| come every inch the respected 

financier. Indeed, the very 
community that once wanted to 
toss him out on his ear claimed 
him as one of its leading citi- 
zens. 

Oom once described himself 
as “a curious combination of 
the business man and religious 
scholar.” His widow, Mrs. 
Blanche Bernard, said at the 
time of her husband's death that 
he had spent the last 10 years 
or so of his life traveling and 
writing for Indian periodicals 


on comparative religion and 
comparative philosophy. 
Many questions about the 


erstwhile Oom’s life remain un- 
answered. For instance did he 
really study in India as he 
claimed and gain the right to 
call himself a Shastri, a teach- 
er of Hinduism? 

Whatever questions remain 
unanswered, there can be no 
doubt about the fact that in his 
hey-day as Oom the Omnipotent 
his mystic personality reached 
into and influenced the lives of 
members of some of the great 
blue blood families of the coun- 
try. 

Nor can there be any doubt 
about his prowess as a pro- 
moter. More interested in mon- 
ey than in metaphysics, he par- 
layed a swamil bathtowel tur- 
ban into a fantastic fortune.

T ext family that plays to- 


gether stays together; and 

the husband and wife who 

learn to use their leisure time 
properly are building a solid 
foundation under their mar- 
riage. 

They should try to make a 
three-ring circus out of their 
marriage. If you are old enough 
to remember, you'll recall the 
big center ring, with a small 
ring at each side. In marriage, 
one small ring represents the 
husband’s personal life, into 
which his wife does not enter 
but with which she must sym- 
pathize.

HY bother to educate the 
Worancicappea child? The one 

who is mentally retarded so 
that he can never progress be- 
yond the simplest reading, writ- 
ing, and counting stage. The 
crippled, the spastic, the epilep- 
tic child who may nevet make 
“Who’s Who,” or grow up to be 
president. 

The Rey. E. H. Behrmann, di- 
rector of special education for 
the Archdiocese of St. Louis, 
has several answers to those 
who feel that money, space, and 
teachers should not be wasted 
on children who can never ben- 
efit fully because of their lim- 
ited capacities. He likes to quote 
James Truslow Adams who, in 
his book, “The Epic of Ameri- 
ca,” describes the American 
dream as “that dream of a land 
in which life should be better 
and richer, and fuller for every 
man, with opportunity for each 
according to his ability or 
achievement.” 

He also likes to quote Arch- 
bishop Cushing of Boston who 
said that Christian civilization 
is measured by “the test of the 
least,” or, “What provisions 
does a civilization make for its 
least members?” But most of 
all, he feels he has only to cite 
the life of Jesus among the 
blind, the lame, the deaf, and 
the maladjusted, and His state- 
ment, “Amen, I say unto you, as 
long as you did it to one of 
these my least brethren, you 
did it to Me.” 

Now in its sixth year, the pro- 
gram of special education 
classes in Catholic schools takes 
care of 225 of these “least” 
ones, 165 of them in day 
schools, 60 at St. Mary’s Resi- 
dential School. The schools have 
done an outstanding job in a 
field where so much needs to be 
done. This afternoon an Open 
House and Fall Festival forthe 
benefit of both phases of this 
program will be held at St. 
Mary’s School, 5341 Emerson 
avenue. , 

. * * 

PECIAL education is not a 
§ new idea. St. Louis public 

schools have had _ special 
classes for many years. But un- 
til 1950 there was no co-ordi- 
nated program in the Catholic 
schools. St. Louis County 
schools, public and private, are 
still inadequate to care for the 
handicapped, and _ residential 
schools for outstate residents 
are even scarcer. 

“But I feel there has been a 
recent ground swell, an. increas- 
ing amount of interest in the 
care and education of these 
children,” Father Behrmann 
says optimistically. “The state 
Legislature recentiy appointed 
a subcommittee to study the 
problems of the mentally re- 
tarded children. The office of 
the National Association for Re- 
tarded Children is establishing 
clinics and nurseries and what 
they call ‘sheltered workshops’ 
to provide job training for the 
retarded. All these are indi- 
cations of the dawn of a new 
day for parents who have been 
groping in the dark for such 
a long time.” 

Estimates show “that 2 per 
cent of all children are mental- 
ly retarded. Father Behrmann's 
terminology divides them into 
high, medium and low grade 
defectives. The low grade are 
totally dependent, can be taught 
very little; usually they have 
trouble feeding and clothing 
themselves. A medium grade 
child will have an IQ of 25 to 
50: a high, 50 to 70. A child 
with an IQ of 50 can best be 
understood by comparing him 
to a child half his age. At eight, 
he will be the equivalent of a 
4-vear-old, At 16, where most 
of us level off in mental devel- 
opment, he will have the mental 
age of an 8-vear-old. 

“But,” Father Behrmann em- 
phasizes, “in later life, he can 
learn to use more effectively 
what mental equipment he has. 
A child of 16 may be the mental 
level of an 8-year-old, but he 
can do second grade work more 
successfully because he has the 
advantage of eight more years’ 
experience. Often he can do 
fourth grade work. 

“Some of these children have 
been helped beautifully § at 
home. They are emotionally ad- 
justed. They've been taken on 
vacation trips, sight seeing trips 
to the zoo, for instance. They 
are better developed than a 
child who has lived in an im- 
poverished social _ situation, 
whose parents are indifferent 


as sometimes happens—and 
have let the child vegetate.” 
* * * 


ORK with the parents is 
W tie first step in educating 

a handicapped child. They 
insist that the parent call his 
child mentally retarded if that 
is the difficulty, that he face 
facts. They find it helps par- 
ents greatly to meet with other 
parents of retarded children to 
talk over problems. The idea 
of “hiding away” a retarded 
child is rapidly disappearing. 

“Not long ago a mother came 
in here with a Mongoloid child,” 
Father Behrmann says. “When 
the child was born, the doctor 
had advised the mother not to 
take him home. This is a fallacy 
we’re trying to uproot. The 
Mongoloid is a medium defec- 
tive child, besides having cer- 
tain personable characteristics 
which distinguish him. He is 
by far the most adjustable of 
handicapped children. 

“When the mother insisted on 
taking the child home, the doc- 
tor advised her to keep him out 
of sight. So for the first five 
years of his life, he was never 
taken out of the apartment in 
which they lived. He had never 
seen the outside world. When 
he came into this office for 
testing, he was scared to death. 
Now he has adjusted very well 
to school work.” 

Testing is done by Father 
Behrmann to ascertain the de- 
gree of retardation. Sometimes 
a child believed to be retarded 
by parents turns out to have an 
emotional problem instead. One

girl who was failing in school 
work tested in the genius classi- 
fication. A tense family situa- 
tion had caused her difficulty 
and boarding school proved to 
be the answer. 

According to state law, the 
“educable”’ child is that child 
with an IQ of 48 or more: below 
that he is considered ‘“train- 
able,” that is, he may be trained 
to feed and clothe himself but 
will not profit from education. 

“Those standards are for pub- 
lic schools, “Father Behrmann 
says. “We as a private school 
system interpret our admittance 
policy on the individual child 
and have admitted many whose 
IQ falls below 48. We have gone 
as low as 30 and found our 
judgment vindicated. 

“I think there has been over- 
emphasis on statistical IQs. A 
child may have a fine person- 
ality which can be developed. 
We try to take into considera- 
tion health, social maturity, 
other factors and by and large 
we bend over backwards to give 
every child the benefit of the 
doubt. 


“Often we can bring a child 
at least to second or third grade 
level in reading, writing, num- 
bers. These are basic skills 
which, with character training 
and socializing, enable them to 
be trained for some sort of job 
so they will not be dependent 
on parents, brother or sister 
economically, or shunted off to 
a state school which is already 
overcrowded.” 


. a a 

HE program for day stu- 

dents in regular parochial 

schools and residential stu- 
dents (mostly from rural areas) 
at St. Mary’s run “on parallel 
tracks.” Classes are ungraded: 
they consist of 15 boys and 
girls from six to 16 years of 
age. All are mentally or phy- 
sically handicapped to such a 
degree that they cannot learn 
in normal classes. 

“One might be a child of 12 
with an IQ of 45, another a 
child of six with an IQ of 60,” 
explained Father Behrmann. 
“One might be a polio victim, 
another a brain-damaged child, 
hyper-active, constantly talking, 
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one a convulsive child given to 
spells similar to epilepsy. One 
sister must face this hetero- 
geneity and adapt her methods 
to the needs and interests of 
each individual. Sometimes she 
can group them, perhaps a six- 
year-old and a 12-year-old may 
have the same mental level. In 
any event, her work is always 
challenging.” 

Teachers are recruited from 
various religious communities. 
At present there are 19 of them, 
from the Dominican and Ursu- 
line Orders, from the Sisters of 
St. Joseph, the Sisters of Loret- 
to, the School Sisters of Notre 
Dame, the Sisters of the Most 
Precious Blood, and the Sisters 
of St. Francis (Oldenburg). All 
teachers have special training, 
Father Behrmann a Ph. D. de- 
gree. 

With the approval of Arch- 
bishop Ritter and the co-opera- 
tion of the Rev. James E. Hof- 
lich, superintendent of parish 
schools, the department of Spe- 
cial Education was established 


+ in September 1950. 


“The St. Louis public schools 


have an excellent program since 
1922," Father Behrmann says, 
“and they were most kind in 
helping us get started. We owe 
a great deal to Miss Lucy El- 
liott (retired special education 
director) who allowed our sis- 
ters to visit their classes and 
see how the work was done.” 

* - - 

AST year, Father Behrmann 
L added a new class for senior 

students, 16, 17 and 18, who 
receive on-the-job training. 

“We teach them _persever- 
ance, seeing a job. through, 
punctuality, the ability to ac- 
cept criticism gracefully,” Fa- 
ther Behrmann said. “Some 
retarded young people have 
been discharged from jobs not 
through inability to do the work 
but through inability to get 
along with people. In placing 
them, we try to find jobs which 
are not in competitive situations 
but in sheltered conditions, such 
as hospitals and convents. 

“Such a job may not be a 
highly paid job but for them 
it’s like striking uranium be- 
cause it’s the difference be- 
tween a youngster being self 
supporting and being a liabil- 
ity.” 

Tuition in special education 
classes has purposely been kept 
at a minimum ($50 a year for 
day work, $800 a year at St. 
Mary's) to benefit a majority. 
Fund drives, card parties make 
up the deficit. Father Behr- 
mann converts any available 
music room, study hall or spare 
corner in a regular parochial 
school to make space for his 
growing classes. His office on 
the ground floor of the building 
at 3800 Lindell boulevard is 
usually crowded with young- 
sters waiting to see him. 

* ¥ 

N addition to work with the 

mentally retarded, Father 

Behrmann’s department con- 
ducts remedial reading clinics 
for normal children, and does 
child guidance work with prob- 
lem children. Often the prob- 
lems are interchangeable. A 
juvenile delinquent referred 
to Father Behrmann by the po- 
lice may turn out to be a child 
who had difficulty in school 
stemming from an irability to 
read well. 

Some of the children in spe- 
cial classes are the physically 
handicapped, ihe spastic young- 
sters who have faulty motor co- 
ordination but normal minds 
and who cannot be grouped— 
as was often done in the past— 
with the mentally retarded. 
Some children who have had 
polio have been unable to Keep 
up with regular classes at school 
and come into the special edu- 
cation group. One story with 
an especially happy ending was 
that of the boy recently en- 
rolled who had never gone to 
school because he could not go 
up and down stairs. 

“We solved the problem,” 
Father Behrmann says, “‘by hav- 
ing two husky eighth graders 
call for him each day and carry 
him, basket fashion. In his first 
year, he reached the sixth grade 
level in reading. Now he even 
plays basketball from his wheel- 
chair, and you've never seen a 
happier boy about going to 
school. 

“Sometimes,” Father Behr- 
mann smiled, “we wish we 
could get our normal children 
to be as happy about it.”

Exploiting New Movies 
On TV Tricky Business 


HIS business of exploiting movies on television is a tricky 
business and heaven knows where it will all end. In the 


beginning, you recall, movie p 


TV above a whisper. No movie stars were permitted within 


miles of a TV camera. And not 
a scrap of important film was 


ever allowed on the air. 
All that’s been changed. 
Probably the biggest single 


event in this line was when 
Walt Disney actually showed 
the home folks on TV more of 
“Davy Crockett” than they 
could see in a theater when the 
film was released. Last time 
Disney was in town I asked 
him what effect he thought this 
had on the box office. 

“It’s hard to say,” he said. 
“Normally a picture like that 
with a couple of comparative 
unknowns like Fess Parker and 
Buddy Ebsen couldn't expect to 
gross more than $700,000 or 
$800,000 in this country. How- 
ever, Crockett grossed $2,000.,- 
000 which is a very good do- 
mestic gross. Television has 
got to be credited with much 
of that.” 

That opened the floodgates 
and now Twentieth Century- 
Fox, M.G.M. and Warner Broth- 
ers are all showing bits of their 
old pictures in the hope of at- 
tracting some cash at the box 
office for their new ones. The 
question arises: how much is 
enough to whet your interest 
without slaking it?

IT’S A TOUGH ONE. A short 
while ago, Ed Sullivan showed 
roughly a half hour of the film 


from and about “Guys and 
Dollis?’ There were scenes of 
Frank Sinatra singing “Ever

For example, I was 
lured to see a disappointing pic- 
ture, “Daddy Long Legs” by a 
scrap of it I had seen on tele- 
vision. It just so happened they 
tossed us the best song and 
dance number in the whole pic- 
ture. I went to it expecting all 
of it to be that good.

Suddenly 
she found herself almost help- 
less, her husband dead, family 
savings exhausted and ill of 
tuberculosis. 

After sanatorium treatment 
helped her combat the disease, 
her physician recognized that 
if she could get a job her health 
and emotional outlook would be 
much improved. 

The Occupational Therapy 
Workshop, a United Fund agen- 
cy, and tne Missouri Vocational 
Rehabilitation Service were 
called in to help her regain 
proficiency at her former trade. 
_ Now Mrs. R. has a regular 
job in a shoe factory and is 
not dependent on public funds. 
This is one of more than 100 
case histories related in “True 
Stories,” a United Fund publi- 
cation showing the need for 
contributions to it.

He has a devoted following, | 


particularly in the Los Angeles 
area. The Knight-Knowland 


strength is more apparent in 


the San Francisco area. 
Finally 
hower influence. 
hower does not run and taps 
Nixon as his choice, it will 
markedly boom Nixon stock. 


Knowland’s role is also a 
question mark. There is a pos- 
sibility Knowland and Knight 


will join forces. If Knowland, 
however, runs his own slate it 
will probably cut more into 
Knight's strength than Nixon’s. 

California's most influential 
newspapers have frequently 
joined forces. This time, how- 
ever, they are split. 

The Los Angeles Times is ex- 
pected to favor Nixon: Know- 
land’s family owns the Oakland 
Tribune, and the San Francisco 
Chronicle has been leaning to- 
ward Gov. Knight. 

Nixon’s strength in southern 
California must be reckoned 
with because 1,300,000 of the 
state's 3,200,000 Republicans are 
in Los Angeles county. 


Support for Stevenson. 

Stevenson has most of the 
state’s top name Democrats in 
his corner. However, Kefauver 
won this state’s delegation in 
1952 and appears to have re- 
tained much of his basic follow- 
ing. 

Most observers rate this one 
a toss-up until the campaign re- 
veals the voter strength of the 
two rivals. 

There is no obvious Harriman 
strength in the state. 

Here, 


as elsewhere in the 
country, his chances lie in hav- 
ing Stevenson fall short It 


rests heavily on exploiting Ste- 
venson’s greatest weakness: The 
fact that he is a defeated candi- 
date. 

How - seriously Harriman is 
running may be revealed here. 

In order to have pledged dele- 
gates, a candidate must declare 
that he is running. So the only 
way Harriman can test his 
strength in California is by en- 
tering the race. 

Most observers now. however. 
believe Harviman will sit it out 
hoping that Kefauver and Ste- 


venson kill each other off at the 
polls. 
In watching the 


coming 
events, take with a liberal grain 
of salt the name list of follow- 
ers of the rival candidates. It 
means little because there is 
little political organization in 
either party. ‘ 

Personal Popularity Counts. 

The personal popularity of 
the candidates is the big thing. 

Also, you can pretty well ig- 
nore the state's registration fig- 
ures. They show that the Dem- 
Ocrats outnumber Republicans 
By 800,000 voters. They must 
Stick to their own party in the 
frimary. 

But in the election they can 
+and often do—switch. Dem- 
ocrats win few state elections in 
California. Fights between con- 
servatives and liberals are part- 
ly- accountable. 

Also, in many instances a 
Democratic registration dates 
from the Roosevelt days and 
the voter just hasn't changed it 


although voting primarily for 
Republican candidates in recent 
years. 

*It appears also that argu- 


ents to vote for a given can- 

date because he is a Califor- 
Wian carry a little weight. 

» Nixon and Knowland cam- 
paigners presumably will use 
the argument that if their man 
leses the nation’s top job will 
gp to another state. 
¢ California has become such 
a melting pot (1000 out-of-stat- 
ers settle here every day) that 
state pride is minimized. Actu-

Discovery, However, 


standing of Physical World, Prof. Robert 
D. Sard of Washington U. Explains. 


Is Basic to Under- 


The announcement last week 
that a team of four University 
of California scientists had pro- 
duced a new particle called an 


“anti-proton” brings to an end 
a 20-year search for the sub- 
atomic particle, Robert D. Sard, 
professor of physics at Washing- 
ton University, said yesterday. 

The anti-proton is a nega- 
tively charged proton. In other 
words, it is the exact negative 
counterpart of the positively 
charged proton, which is the 
nucleus of the hydrogen atom 
and a basic building block in 
the nucleus of the atom of 
every element of nature. 

The discovery was made with 
a $9,500,000 atom-smashing ma- 
chine at Berkeley, Calif., called 
the bevatron, financed by the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 
Since Carl Anderson of the 
California Institute of Tech- 
nology found a positron, or 
positive equivalent of the elec- 
tron, in experiments with cos- 
mic rays in 1932, scientists have 
been looking for the proton’s 
opposite number, or the anti- 
proton. 

Background of Research. 

Here is how Sard, an expert 
in the study of the structure of 
matter, described the back- 
ground of this research: 

“In 1905 Albert Einstein pre- 
dicted that energy could be 
transformed into matter, and 
vice versa. 

“When there is enough en- 
ergy available in one place at 
one time, it can be transformed 
into new atomic particles. So 
says the theory, and we've been 
able to confirm it. 

“Whole new families of par- 
ticles have been found. They 
range from hyperons, which are

Designed, as Car- 
michael put it,, “to take as 
much misery as possible” out 
of the military life.

energy of the fast-moving pro- 
ton, as it bombards a copper 
atom and is slowed down or 
stopped by the resulting colli- 
sion, produces a pair of brand- 
new particles — one a positive 
proton, the other a negative 
proton. 

The energy required for this 
event is a staggering 5 billion 
electron volts, of which no 
other type of atom-smasher now 
in operation is capable. 

A characteristic of the anti- 
proton is that it will combine 
with its opposite number, the 
posifgve proton, sh @ily after it 
comes into being. This com- 
bination results in the annihila- 
tion of both particles, produc- 
ing either a pair of mesons, or 
radiation known as gamma rays. 

In either case, the mutual 
annihilation of the proton and 
the anti-proton, each of which 
weighs some 1800 times more 
than an electron, results in the 
release of about 2 billion elec- 
tron volts of energy. 

No New Bomb. 

Is this discovery, then, the 
key to a new and more horrible 
type of atomic bomb? 

The answer, Sard 
clearly, “No.” 

For this annihilation is of a 
different order than atomic 
fission or atomic fusion, where 
man is unlocking the vast store- 
house of energy contained in 
matter. In the case of the anti- 
proton, which apparently occurs 
only rarely, at best, in nature, 
vast energy is required to make 
it in the laboratory. And the 
energy has to be produced in 
the first place, Sard pointed | 
out. 

“It’s like heating water to | 
make steam, and then getting 
the energy back from the steam 
to run an engine. You're get- 
ting back the energy you used 
to heat the water, in a different 
form,” he said. 

But although no bomb will 
result from the discoveries of 
the bevatron, they are of the 
greatest importance, Sard said.

I am a worrier, so I was a little hesitant about letting Bill 
drive to Storrs; but he laughed at me and went to get into 
his heavy clothes. “I'm worried about Paul,” | called to him 
Bill came clumping in in his heavy boots. “If you have 
nothing better to do than worry, go ahead,” he said. “Paul 
knows how to take care of himself.” With that, he went 
outside to get his car from the garage.

I looked out. The wind was whipping the snow into small 
drifts across the road and in the corners of the barnyard 
The phone rang.

On November 24, 1953, I landed in Oran with my 
70-pound rucksack on my back. I started south into 
Africa on a trail that led haphazardly across mountains 
and deserts, jungles and savannas, rivers and swamps. 
The map at right shows my route through 24 countries. 

I traveled by camel, airplane, mule, bicycle, car, 
truck, ocean steamer, riverboat, dugout canoe, motor- 
cycle and railroad — plus 600 miles on foot, wearing 
out two pairs of shoes in the process. | met Tuareg, 
desert tribesmen, witch doctors, Mau Mau, pygmies, 
cliff dwellers and saucer-lipped native women. Some- 
times I fasted for days, sometimes I feasted on land 
snails, monkey meat and crocodile steaks. 

One year after I léft Oran, I wound up in Alex- 
andria, Egypt (where I climaxed the trip with a bout 
of malaria). I had covered 16,000 miles at a cash out- 
lay of exactly $27.61. 

I did it with my little, second-hand, $47 camera — 
the kind that snaps a picture-and hands over a print 
60 seconds later. It had struck me that with such quick 
prints I could bargain for transportation and lodging. 
And I was right. (1 also took along a 35-mm. camera 
and 30 rolls of film.) 

Here are bargains I got for my 60-second pictures: 
a 725-mile airlift from Nairobi, Kenya, to Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia — value $80; a 1,272-mile airlift 
from Asmara, Eritrea, to Cairo, Egypt — value $120; 
a bus ride from Cairo to Alexandria, plus two hand- 
engraved copper trays — value $150; a three-day stay 
at the exclusive Safari House in Arusha, Tanganyika 
— value $18.30; four rare thorn carvings from Nigeria 
— value $12. 

And here are moments that stick in my memory: 


THRILL RIDE: At Oran I hitched a ride on a big six- 
wheeled truck loaded with grain, bicycles and wines, 
bound for Colomb Bechar, an oasis on the northern 
edge of the Sahara. Heading south at dusk on a dirt 
track across the Atlas Mountains, we had just cleared 
the crest of a pass and started downhill when the air 
brakes conked out. 

When we hit the first hairpin turn, the truck started 
to skid. Smoke curled from under the dashboard and 
our lights went out. To see the road, the driver had to 
lean out and steer with one hand. 

At the next turn he skidded the truck to cut down 
our speed, then hurtled on as we hit the straightaway. 
He did it again. . . again. There came a turn where 
the truck skidded toward the edge of the cliff, then for 
a second stopped completely. In that second I flung 
myself out of the cab, somehow spotted a watermelon- 
sized rock and shoved it under the rear wheels. The

truck inched forward, rock and all. Then it stopped. 

The driver crawled out of the smoking cab and sank 
to the ground beside me. We silently shook hands. 
Eventually he got the air-brake system working again 
and we drove on toward Colomb Beehar. 


MAGICIAN’S HELPER: The day I arrived at the oasis, 
the whole village was talking about Kassagi, a famous 
Tunisian magician who had come to give a show. 
Later that day I found myself sitting next to him in 
a Cafe. 

In broken French I said: “I- have heard, sir, that 
you are a magician.” 

Without a word Kassagi flicked his right hand. A 
ball appeared between his fingers, then two, then one 
again. Smilinghy he showed me his empty palms. 

“If you will come with me into the sunlight,” I said, 
“I will show you a different kind of magic.” Outside 
I snapped his picture, and during the 60 seconds it 
developed I kept talking to him in my halting French. 
Then I whipped out his photograph. Staring at it open- 
mouthed for a moment, Kassagi promptly invited me 
to join his act that night. Hé had rented the cafe for 
his show, and at the climax of the performance he 
introduced me as a guest magician from America. 
My trick, he said, was le photographie-express, the 
fast photograph. 

I snapped a picture of a young Arab boy seated in 
a chair onstage, peeled it off one minute later and 
held it up for all to see. The cafe rang with shouts of 
el hamdullah! — Praise be to God! Kassagi was so 
delighted with my performance that he paid for my 
board and room for the next three days. 


RED CARPET: An open-hearted host was Chief 
Ogiozughanmwen of the ancient Nigerian village of 
Benin. My Polaroid picture of him left him speechless 
with surprise. When he recovered, he had servants 
prepare sleeping quarters for the “big stranger.” Al- 
though these included a bed with spotless sheets cov- 
ered by mosquito netting, the Chief apologized for not 
being able to do better for such a VIP guest. 

Every meal was a feast, and there were enormous 
quantities of everything. There was ground nut soup, 
corned beef in palm soup, boiled yams, fufu (a dish 
of pounded plantain and highly spiced sauce), goose 
eggs, antelope meat, chicken, roast bananas, papaya 
ahd beer. We sat solemnly facing each other on straw 
mats. A small boy cooled me with a leather fan waved 
from a respectful distance, and a corps of servants 
knelt whenever I took a drink. 


DR. MELBIN, | PRESUME: In a Belgian Congo village | 
watched the ritual of the second-burial ceremony. It 
was being held for the wife of the tribal chief, who 
had died two years before. Now it was necessary to 
bury her spirit, so that it would not wander about the 
forest, making trouble. 

The men of the tribe were sitting in a group around 
an elder, who was chanting a eulogy. At intervals they 
would respond in chorus. I sat down quietly among

the mourners, who at first paid no attention to me 
whatever. The mosquitoes began to bite. I dug into 
my bag for insect repellent and put it on my face and 
hands. Soon several mourners noticed that the insects 
were leaving me alone. 

Even though the burial ceremony was still going 
on, an old man got up and came over to me. He 
saluted, showed me a large festering sore on his finger 
and indicated that he wanted some of my “medicine.” 
I tried vainly to explain that this medicine would do 
him no good; then, to get rid of him, I made an “apphi- 
cator” out of a sliver of palm-leaf stem and daubed 
the repellent on the man’s sore. I gave him the wet 
stick. He smelled it, nodded and saluted again. 

I had evidently been elected Medicine Man on the 
spot, for in another few minutes about a dozen tribes- 
men had formed a line, quietly waiting to be treated. 


‘They were afflicted with an assortment of sores, car- 


buncles, cuts and infections. In my best professional 
manner, | carefully examined each case and used a 
fresh palm twig applicator On every patient. Business 
boomed at my impromptu open-air clinic for about 
half an hour. Then I ran out of patients. 


FAIR EXCHANGE: In Bulawayo, Southern Rhodesia, | 
walked into the office of the local newspaper and told 
the editor how I had got there. Then I showed him my 
hole-ridden shoes. I had “spares” —- moccasins — but 
I needed stout shoes to walk on. Could I trade a pair 
for the story of my trip so far? He said yes — and | 
still have the clipping to prove it. 


LUXURY: In Tanganyika I met George Dove, a white 
hunter who was about to take three Australians to the 
Serengeti Plains on a sightseeing safari. It was costing 
them $300 apiece for the week’s trip, but I offered 
Dove his picture for a chance to go along. 

He smiled incredulously and said: “You Yanks are 
crazy. Tell you what, though. I'll take you along if 
you give my clients pictures of themselves.” 

I did, and we set out in an open station wagon. We 
saw more than 30,000 head of magnificent wild game 
at close range — a leopard, spitting and snarling in 
the grass five feet away, antelope covering 40 feet in 
a single, graceful leap, lions closing in on a wildebeest 
for their evening meal. With two cookboys busy, we 
feasted like diners in a plush city restaurant. 


FLIES BY DAY: At one point in Tanganyika I was cross- 
ing an immense plain alone. There wasn't a sign of 
another living being — nothing but a limitless waste 
of scrubby trees and tall grass. 

I soon found out why humans avoid this section of 
East Africa. It.is the lair of the deadly tsetse fly, car- 
rier of sleeping sickness. Black and about the size of 
honey bees, the flies cluster on leafless bushes along- 
side a trail and attack anything that moves. 

There were only a few at first. Then they were on 
me in a buzzing swarm, stinging like a thousand red- 
hot needles. Flailing my arms to fight them off, I 
started to run. The sun beat down and sweat ran into 


through the Schara in his car. 


my eyes in burning rivulets. I gasped for breath. | 
tried to run faster, tore up handfuls of grass to beat 
off the flies — in vain. 

Finally, in sheer desperation, I flung down my pack 
and raced for an open clearing. There, dizzy and 
panting, I stood still. And there the flies suddenly 
left me. 

When I got my breath, I cautiously retrieved my 
pack and dashed on. Instantly the flies closed in. But 
now, Over a small rise, I spied a clump of trees beside 
a road. In the shade was a group of natives, appar- 
ently waiting for a truck to pick them up. I ran to 
them — and collapsed. 


WITCHCRAFT: In lower Nigeria I visited a witch doctor. 
Natives there believe implicitly in “juju,” the power of 
evil spirits. Even whites in Africa say: “I don’t neces- 
sarily believe it, but there are things I can’t explain.” 

The witch doctor gave me palm wine, first tasting it 
to show it wasn't poisoned. Then he showed me a 
wooden head with 200 porcupine quills stuck in it. 
With this magic, he said, you could make your enemy 
many miles away feel the pain of the needles. 

Then, moistening his hands, he touched my head 
and invoked a multiple blessing: Honored ancestors, 
good health, my house untouched, my children pro- 
tected. As I am unmarried and have no children, | 
shall have to wait and see about the fourth blessing.

CLOSEST SHAVE: With camera cocked, I crept close to 
the shore of Lake Edward in Uganda, where hippo- 
potamuses flocked by the hundreds. I happened to 
glance over my shoulder. About 300 yards away, 
headed straight toward me, was a huge black elephant. 

Turning, I hurried to where I had left my pack. I 
was pretty sure the elephant hadn’t seen me, but I 
didn’t know what he would do if he had. I kept run- 
ning toward the road a quarter of a mile away. 

Suddenly, directly ahead, was another elephant — 
and we were heading straight for each other. Off to 
the right behind this one I saw three more. Again I 
turned, only to find I was headed back toward the lake 
and the hippos. I was trapped. 

I tested for wind direction with a wetted finger and 
found it was blowing directly between the first ele- 
phant and the second group of four. There was no 
other way to go. As I sprinted forward, downwind, 
the second group stopped and sniffed suspiciously. 

My pack bounced like a pile driver on my back and 
I thought my heart would burst. Gasping for breath 
I reached the road, then looked back. The five ele- 
phants had joined forces, but the wind had been in 
my favor: all five were ambling peacefully toward the 
river bank. 


SURPRISE: “I don’t think you'll get anything out of 
them. They're a tough outfit, but you can try.” 

in Cairo, where I was trying to get a free bus ride 
to Alexandria, a friendly Egyptian was talking to me 
about the Societé des Autobus de Routes du Desert. 
Trading with the natives in the hinterlands, he pointed 
out, was one thing; but bargaining with the cost- 
conscious director of a modern bus company in Cairo 
was quite another. I decided to give it a try. 

Armed with a photo of a street vendor serving 
drinks to his line’s passengers, I called on Monsieur

Cairo for some souvenirs, he assigned one of his 
Arabic-speaking aides to help me bargain. 

Although it meant spending more money than I 
had planned, I let the aide bargain for two hand- 
engraved copper trays. Just as I was about to pay, my 
companion said:“Put your money away. These are a 
gift from the company.” 


LAST STOP: I arrived home in New York in December 
1954. Having already worn out the shoes I had pro- 
moted in Southern Rhodesia, I slogged home through 
the snow in my moccasins. 


If you have the urge to make a trip like mine, let me 
offer some advice. Plan your itinerary for half the 
time you actually allow yourself. Then you will be 
able to take leisurely side trips. 

Learn as much as you can about the areas before- 
hand from books and by talking to people who have 
been there. The best maps are Bartholomew's and 
Michelin. The most important items in your rucksack 
will be your canteen, sewing kit, Boy Scout knife and 
first-aid kit. A sleeping bag made of a sewn-up sheet 
will give you clean, lightweight comfort. 

Don’t take containers; wrap breakable items in 
clothing. Things I took and later got rid of included 
a mirror, cooking gear, books and emergency rations. 
If you have any doubts about your day-to-day need 
for an item, don’t take it; you'll find it when you need 
it. Keep clean-shaven for the sake of making good 
impressions and for your own morale. 

In some localities | found people suspicious of me 
because some rucksack-toting hitch-hiker had passed 
through before and had soured them with his arro- 
gance and lack of manners. You must, above all. be 
considerate and courteous. If a friendly, open attitude 
doesn't come naturally to you, don’t go.

WHAT'S ‘DOLL’ IN ARABIC? 
Because the title Guys and Dolls means little 
or nothing to foreign moviegoers, Loew's 
International, which is distributing the film 
overseas, had to translate it into different 
languages. This created problems, particu- 
larly with the word “doll,” which has more 
than one meaning even in English. Anyway, 
here’s what come out: 

In Germany, Guys and Dolls becomes 
Schwere Jungen —Leichte Maedchen, or 
Tough Guys — Light-hearted Girls. 

In France: Blanches Colombes et Villains 
Messieurs, or White Doves and Tough Guys. 

In Spain: Elles y Ellas, literally Hes and 
Shes. 

In Arabic, the title reads This Woman is 
Mine; in Swedish, Angels of Broadway; in 
Siamese, Made for Each Other; and in 
Hebrew, The Boys and the Altractive, Easy- 
going Girls — a title, it is sate to say, that 
will fit no theater marquee in the world. 


Altogether, there are 18 songs (by Frank 
Loesser) and dances (by Michael Kidd) in 
the film. All but three songs were in the 
original Broadway score. The newcomers are 
Pet Me, Poppa (which replaces A Bushel and 
a Peck), the abovementioned Adelaide and 
A Woman in Love, a duet by Brando and 
Simmons. Since the picture puns 2% hours, 
three good numbers were cut from the score: 
My Time of Day, More I Cannot Wish You 
and Marry the Man Today. 

The most effective vocalist in the picture is 
Vivian Blaine, who vents her emotional frus- 
tration in two filarious numbers: Take Back 
Your Mink and Adelaide's Lament. 

A native of Newark, N. J., where she was 
christened Vivian Stapleton, the perky blonde 
has been an integral part of Guys and Dolls 
since it opened on Broadway five years ago. 
After 1,200 Broadway performances as Miss 
Adelaide, Vivian played the same part on the 
road and in London. When Sam Goldwyn 
caught the show abroad, he confided to his 
wife that Vivian was “the one member of the 
cast we've got to get.” Result: she steals the 
show. 

After the film’s completion in Hollywood 
this past July, Vivian and two other original- 
cast members —- Sam Levene and Bob Alda 
— joined forces again at the Royal Nevada 
Hotel in Las Vegas, where an abbreviated 
version of Guys and Dolls currently is playing 
to the tourists and week-end gamblers. Mean- 
while the picture will be opening soon in New 
York and Chicago, then around the country. 
From all appearances, it will return producer 
Goldwyn’s investment — about $5,500,000 
altogether — with interest. a

hind those once-crumbling walls. The 
program's success can be measured only 
in terms of health, safety and community 
pride. 

Portland’s war on slums has been a 
community project, first to last. It began 
in 1948, when the Portland Press-Herald 
and Evening Express shocked local read- 
ers with vivid photos and stories of decay 
amounting almost to squalor. The 
papers’ steady drumfire led to formation 
of a 14-member Citizens’ Housing Com- 
mittee. The group plumped strongly for 
a program of neighborhood face-lifting. 

Then City Hall’s young, aggressive 
team of Dr. Edward Colby, health di- 
rector, and Gordon E. (Pete) Martin. 
housing supervisor, drafted a housing 
code with teeth and enforced it with 
vigor. But the final push needed to put 
the program across came from residents 
themselves. Within a week after the code 
was passed by the City Council, home- 
owners were streaming to Martin's office 
to find out how they could comply with it. 

Just what is the owner's (or the ten- 
ant’s) role? When his area is chosen for 
rehabilitation (the program began with 
six blocks, now covers 20), he is invited 
to a meeting of residents and city offi- 
cials. Dr. Colby and Martin outline the 
inspection law, explain its rock-bottom 
standards, then urge property owners to 
ignore the minimums and renovate from 
top to bottom. 

A few days after the meeting, Martin's 
inspectors invade the area armed with 
flashlights, detailed forms and an extra 
quantity of politeness. Since community 
cooperation is so important, the men are 
trained to inspect at the owner’s conveni- 
ence and to be as accommodating as pos- 
sible. (Once, a home-owner refused to 
admit an inspector until he sang an Irish 
song. The inspector obliged with I'll 
Take You Home Again, Kathleen.) The 
house is combed from foundation to 
attic, with particular attentioui to struc- 
ture, sanitation and ventilation. 

Later, an Owner may receive an offi- 
cial okay — or an order telling him to 


repair anything from a crack in the wall 
{0 a sewage system. If he fails to comply, 
the city is empowered to take him to 
court, or even to shuttér the building as 
unfit for occupancy. 

But most owners are eager to fall in 
line. Sometimes, when repairs are expen- 
sive, Martin’s agreeable men allow own- 
ers to spread the work over a long period. 
Occasionally they run afoul of an inde- 
pendent cuss who refuses to be told to 
remodel; he complies with the law and

then does a thorough job a year or so 
later — just to show it’s his own idea. 
How can your city band together to 
stamp out the glacierlike creep of slums? 
Here and there, cities already have 
chalked up success with programs of 
“urban renewal”; and a national organi- 
zation, ACTION (American Council To 
Improve Our Neighborhoods, Box 462, 
Radio City Station, New York 20, 
N.Y.), stands ready, with information 
and trained consultants, to help your city 
get started. For.as Portland has learned, 
the battle against decay benefits every- 
one. The results are counted in reduced 
disease, reduced delinquency and a shot- 
in-the-arm for civic self-respect. oJ

In Barney's 
realm, nothing is left to chance. 

Around Fort Worth, Barney has some- 
what the reputation of a reckless plunger.

bridled optimism, Barney has built up a 
small but substantial empire, most of it 
interlocking. His biggest firm, the Barney 
Holland Oil Co., wholesales Conoco 
gasoline, oil and accessories; its best cus- 
tomers are the 50-odd service stations 
Barney himself controls. (The company 
also owns a number of business proper- 
ties, mostly leased out to automobile 
dealers. ) 

This gasoline is transported from a 
Holland-owned depot to Holland-owned 
stations via Holland-owned trucks of the 
Heart of Texas Trucking Co. (The ar- 
rangement sprang from Barney's home- 
work: by paying Heart of Texas twice 
the going rate for transportation, Barney 
Holland Oil keeps out of a higher in- 
come-tax bracket—-and the money 
comes back to the same place.) Likewise. 
the Holland chain of service stations 
buys tires from the Barney Holland Tire 
Co.

trucking firm, and Westport, Inc., a real-_ 


estate outfit in which Barney owns a one- 
fifth interest. He also owns some $15,000 
in bank stock — “although I like to keep 
control of my own money” — and keeps 
as a kind of cushion some $3,500 in 
sound mining stock, which his mother 
bought for him with his Navy pay. 

In Barney's eye, the Lick Skillet Ranch 
at Idabel, Okla., in the Red River Val- 
ley, crowns his galaxy. Once, Barney 
considered ranching for a living; today, 
what salary he draws above his $25,000 
(the trucking firm pays him a token $125 
a month, the tire firm nothing) is 
siphoned into the ranch. Barney is build- 
ing up his herds of Black Angus cattle 
(he now has 300 head) and plans to add 
sheep. Judging by land prices in the 
neighborhood, the ranch alone is worth 
roughly $1,000,000. 

But the Lick Skillet is more than an 
investment: it wraps up business, pleas- 
ure and future. Barney, still hard at work 
and busier than millionaires who live on 
their dividends, uses the ranch as a re- 
treat (it has neither radio nor telephone) ; 
the kids consider it almost a fairyland. 
Barney fishes, hunts, walks around sur- 
veying his land and thinks out business 
problems without pressure. Often he fills 
the house with guests — many of them 
his employes, for he believes in sharing 
his fortune with them. 

Barney tries hard to build up an esprit 


de corps among his workers. “I know 
very well that I get more loyalty if they 
have a stake in the profits,” he says. Part 
of this “profit-sharing” system is a sub- 
stantial Christmas bonus. Barney also 
gives his men a chance to enter business 
for themselves. “That's the best pension 
plan I could give them,” he declares. 

Recently, one employe launched plans 
for a new shopping center — on land 
Barney found and bought for him. A 
service station in the center will buy 
Barney Holland Oil Co. products, and 
this is enough return for the boss. 

It's not too many years since Barney 
himself was scraping by on $250 a 
month. True, his father (also named 
Barney) had an established business in 
the oii firm, but Barney started at the 
bottom as a truck driver and “general 
flunky.” His first move after discharge 
was to marry Priscilla Bradford, a Smith 
College graduate whom he had met at 
Princeton on a football week end: they 
set up housekeeping in an $80-a-month 
garage apartment with some hand-me- 
down furniture. The thing the Hollands 
remember best about those days was the 
way diet followed the day of the week - 
Tuesday was beans day, Wednesday 
spaghetti: day and so on. 

Barney immediately turned his search- 
ing mind loose on his dad's business. 
Within a year he had a sweeping plan for 
reorganization. It got a cold shoulder, to 
say the least. “It looked like here was

The future never 


looked rosier to 


optimistic Barney 


and his family 


Junior telling older people how to do 
things,” Barney recalls. “They didn't wel- 
come any outside static.” His project was 
allowed to die quietly. 

Thwarted there, Barney's restless mind 
looked elsewhere. In 1948 he dipped into 
his savings for $800 and bought a service- 
station lease. He sold the inventory for 
$500, leased the station at a profit of $50 
a month. Thus, for $300, he had upped his 
income $50 4 month. A few months later 
he added a second station for $9,000. He 
borrowed $6,000 of the money; payments

were $100, rent was $125, so he profited 
$25 more a month. 

About this time, Priscilla objected.. He 
was raiding the savings for highly specula- 
tive ventures, she felt, Barney marshaled 
his facts, took out his lap board and showed 
her mathematically that no risk was in- 
volved. She has been his convinced booster 
ever since. 

His father was less easily swayed, so 
more and more Barney turned to private 
real-estate operations. He sold his house at 
a $10,000 profit, bought a farm, traded it 
as down payment on the ranch, added to 
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his network of service stations. Finally, in 
1949, he quit his father’s business. 

His career on his own lasted roughly 
three months. Then his father’s business 
associate fell ill, and Barney was asked to 
come back. “I agreed on two conditions,” 
Barney says. “One, that I be accepted as an 
equal, not a junior, and two, that my salary 
be limited to $300 a month. I didn’t want to 
lean on anybody. I wanted to prove | had 
the goods.” 

Barney got more than equal status; his 
dad gave him a free hand. The old plan for 
reorganization was dusted off, brought up 
to date and put to work. After much con- 
sultation (and many nights over the study 
board), the company changed its status 
from Conoco’s agent to an oil wholesaler 
handling Conoco products. The string of 
gas stations was expanded. More property 
was purchased. Rental income zoomed from 
$2,000 to $40,000 a year. Sales jumped 
from 200,000 to 400,000 gallons a month. 
By 1952, Barney had spent more than a 
quarter of a million dollars to expand. 

Millionaire Barney is still spending — 
and he is still a whirlwind, with little time 
for fun by everyday standards. “Today,” 
Barney says, “Conoco sales in Fort Worth 
are the highest per capita of any large city 
in the U.S., and 75 per cent of these sales 
are due to the Barney Holland Oil Co.” In 
addition to quarterbacking this sales cam- 
paign, Barney has taken time out for such 
projects as designing a new office building 
for the company (on the strength of a year 
of architecture in college) and running for 
City Council as an independent. (He won a 
two-year term, and is busily heckling his 
fellow councilmen to spend more to im- 
prove the city.) 

The Hollands have few evenings to spend 
over the chess board, one of their favorite 
recreations. Reading is another pet. ‘but 
Barney has little time for the Book-of-the- 
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Two-year-old Ellen swings at ball (center) as children play lively croquet 


Month Club. (The Hollands have separate 
libraries; Barney runs to economics texts 
and new fiction, Priscilla’s to history and 
biography.) 

Then there are the social demands. The 
Hollands move in the more rarefied circles 
of Fort Worth society. Barney springs from 
a revered Texas family: an ancestor was 
the legendary Col. James Bowie, and an 
uncle was Frank Hawks, the famed flier. 
who used to bring Will Rogers to dinner at 
the Holland home. (“I remember sitting on 
the bed listening to him tell stories,” Barney 
says. “He was funny as hell.”) Priscilja, 
with a Park Ave. and New Canaan, Conn., 
background, its likewise society-bred, and 
the Hollands are seen often in Fort Worth’'s 
best places — the River Crest Country Club, 
the Ridgley Club, the Colonial Club. 

“We know everybody all right,” Barney 
admits. He himself, however, is not much 
for socializing; though amiable enough, he 
has to be almost dragooned into dressing 
up. As a result, he often stays home with 
the study board while Priscilla goes to con- 
certs or to the theater in Dallas with friends.

Occasionally, the Hollands will hold a small, 
formal cocktail party, usually inviting seven 
to 10 couples — hardly millionaire-type 
high living. 

With Flora to handle the housework, 
Priscilla divides her days between the chil- 
dren and volunteer work. She is active in 
the League of Women Voters, the Junior 
League and the women’s auxiliary of All 
Saints Episcopal Church. Summers, when 
Lindsay and Barney aren't in school, she 
shepherds the children to a swimming Pool 
or the zoo in her Ford station wagon. 

Barney shies away from bringing up the 
children, leaving it mostly to Priscilla, and 
confesses openly that he’s “a little afraid” 
of them. “I like them when they're well- 
behaved,” he says, “but otherwise they're 
kind of hard to take.” Barney has never 
changed diapers or walked the floor with 
any of the children. 

This is not due to a lack of devotion, by 
his standards. “When Priscilla takes the 
kids to Sunday School, and Llie in bed, don't 
think I'm asleep,” he says. “I'm reading the 
want ads or figuring out some deal in my 
head. Sure, I could be playing with the kids 
~— but what if | came up with cancer or 
something, then what am I ‘doing for my 
kids?” 

Family affairs are marked “hers,” just as 
business is marked “his.” Priscilla gets an 
allowance of $750 a month, which covers 
the mortgage payment ($107), the utilities 
($70) and home maintenance and repairs 
($46) as well as food ($215), clothing 
($81) and entertainment ($58). What's 
left usually goes into the family savings ac- 
count, although Priscilla sometimes takes a 
flier in business herself. She owns a gaso- 
line truck in her own name — and rents it 
(0 Heart of Texas Trucking Co. 

Barney's one extravagance is antique col- 
lecting; he has a closet full of Dresden and 
Meissen china and the walls are sprinkled 


with Currier & Ives prints. Both enjoy 
travel, but since Barney doesn’t like to be 
away from the office for more than three 
or four days, their trips are limited to short 
hops to Mexico or New Orleans. Most of 
their leisure is spent at the ranch. 

Barney has extensive plans for the ranch. 
For one thing, he hopes to initiate an “as- 
sembly line” steer-feeding system, under 
which cattlemen would send him steers to 
be fed and then pay him a fee for the weight 
they have gained. He also plans to begin 
raising sheep. And his companies are not 
marking time, either. 

“Maybe I'll make five million or 10 mil- 
lion, | don’t know,” Barney says. “What- 
ever it is, money is just a by-product. I'm 
having fun in what I'm doing — the way 
other people play bridge. Opportunity is still 
very much alive in this country. I’ve got 
a lot of hope for the future.” 

Priscilla also has hope for the future. 
“I'd like to build a new house and have more 
things and live with a litthe more dash and 
give better parties and do more things so- 
cially,” she says. “Il want the children to 
have the finest education possible and get 
a good start in life. But I won't push 
Barney to get any of these things.” 

Barney, of course, is a man who needs 
no pushing. Plans already are in motion 
for the house; the Hollands own a two-acre 
tract on a bluff overlooking the Trinity 
River. The Hollands will build their Early 
American dream house after the children 
get a little older and after they sell their 
present home — “at a profit, of course.” 

The Hollands speak of tomorrow as 
though it were already here — as well it 
might be. Barney's optimism has never let 
him down before, and he sees not a chance 
that it will in the future. In his view, the 
boom will go snowballing on and on, and 
he is willing to back up his belief with dol- 
lars and cents. He and his kind of new 
millionaire have cashed in most on postwar 
prosperity. They also are among those who 
made it possible. .

lukewarm ‘2 teaspoon salt

Perhaps some older 
member of your family, your clergyman or 
teacher could talk to your parents tactfully 
about it.

watch TV. — M. M., Knoxville, Tenn. 


A. While there is any doubt about it, better 
watch TV. 


Q. There is a boy in my community who con- 
tinually asks to date me, even though | refuse 
him each time. He is a nice boy, and | wouldn't 
want to lose him as a friend by hurting his 
feelings. How can | make him understand? 
Also, my face turns red when anyone tells me 
I'm pretty. Please tell me how to overcome 
this shyness. — C. S., Greenville, S. C. 


A. It is always a girl’s privilege to refuse to 
go out with a boy, and she need not make 
elaborate excuses. Perhaps you are not really 
being firm enough with this boy, since you 
are worried about losing him as a friend. 

Perhaps if you accept the fact that you are 
pretty and attractive, you will also accept the 
compliments that go-with it. Express your 
thanks modestly and try.to return the com- 
pliment at a suitable moment. 


Q. | like a boy who likes me but we live quite 
a distance from each other. Could | ask him 
to write? — B. J. C., Syracuse, N. Y. 


A. Yes, you may ask him to write, and it 
would be polite of him to say that he will — 
even if he knows in his heart that he may 
never get around to it. If he’s honest, you 
may get this kind of answer: “I'd like to write 
and I'll try. But you know how it is — there's 
homework and sports. But if you don’t hear, 
it won't be because I’m not thinking of you.”

RAFFIC FLOWS SWIFTLY AND SMOOTHLY on Gravois avenue 
since the reversible lane system was instituted to handle heavy 
rush hour movement of vehicles. In the gathering gloom of an 
autumn evening, the camera sees tell-tale trails of light left by fast- 
moving machines in this view toward the southwest from Devolsey 
street. Streaks of red are etched by taillights of westbound cars, 
while headlights of eastbound vehicles paint yellow - white patterns. 
Red lines predominate because four of Gravois’ six lanes are for 
westbound traffic at this time of the day; in the morning rush hour, 
eastbound traffic takes over four lanes. —

Opening of the 
Third Street Interregional Highway, which terminates. at Twelfth 
and Gravois, has thrown an even biager load on the overburdened

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thoroughfare. Construction of the proposed Ozark Expressway 
through South St. Louis would relieve Gravois and speed traffic to 
and from south and southwest sections of the city as well as county 
areas beyond. “We're moving traffic to the city limits pretty well 
now,’ Gonter said. “From that point on it’s up to the county.” 

This photo was made by intermittent time exposures, which ac- 
counts for the abrupt start and termination of some of the light 
streaks. Two blocks distant, a cluster of neon lights marks the 
Gravois - Jefferson intersection. Gravois disappears over a hill at 
Arsenal street. Spires of St. Francis de Sales Church at Ohio 
avenue are silhouetted against the dimly lit sky.

RISING STAR AMONG ARTISTS of 
— Italy —and a visitor to St. 
uis last week — is a painter named 
Afro, who first came into international 
prominence only five years ago and has 
since added steadily to his fame. Afro, a 
native of Udine, in the country north of 
Venice, grew up in Italy's recent Dark Age. 
He was born in 1912, lived his childhood 
against the background of World War I, 
began studying painting during the Mus 
solini regime when artists were regimented 
pawns of the fascist state. 

In that period Afro’s paintings, like 
those of his contemporaries, were largely, 
by official decree, recreations of Renais- 
sance 6 and subject matter. A mural he 
executed in this manner at his home town 
won a prize, but was destroyed by officials 
because it was not “in the fascist point of 
view.” 

After the war, Afro’s painting went 
through a rapid evolutionary course. He 
experimented with cubism and other inno- 
vations of the early part of this century. 
Then, as Italian art belatedly came into its 
new Renaissance, he moved on into his 
present highly personal style. This takes a

form frequently described by critics as 
“evocative,” and by the painter himself as 
“a poetic correspondent of reality’’— of the 
idea of things rather than their appearances. 
The viewer finds in Afros canvases 
abstract forms, color that is rich but often 
muted, and space represented only through 
shadowy semi-transparent tones through 
which background outlines are only sug- 
gested. Many of the paintings have titles 
that apply to a specific image. In the words 
of Kenneth E. Hudson, dean of the School of 
Fine Arts of Washington University, the 
artist then “expresses by abstract means 
the emotional qualities of what is experi- 
enced rather than the facts. His states o 
feeling are readily shared by the observer.’ 
Afro was in St. Louis last week as guest 
of the School of Fine Arts. A dozen or so of 
his paintings are now on exhibit at the Uni- 
versity's Givens Hall, and nine others are 
featured in a City Art Museum show. His 
visit followed service as a judge at the 
Pittsburgh International Exhibition of Con- 
temporary Painting at Carnegie Institute. 
Afro put in several hours a day in the 
University studios, working with students, 
comparing notes with the artist - teachers.

Matrimonial Cakes, a Canadian Delicacy 


N PARTS OF CANADA, a delicacy often 
served at weddings and other special occa- 
sions is a homey treat called matrimo- 

nial cakes. Miss Denise Riou, a registered 
nurse of Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, now study- 
ing at St. Louis University, prepares the cakes 
for friends here as they are made in her home 
community. The date filling, spread between 
two layers of a rich cake mixture, gives a 
pleasantly moist quality and helps to keep the 
cakes edible for a long time. 

Miss Riou begins by making the filling. 
The dates, sugar and water are boiled together, 
with frequent stirring, for about 15 minutes or 
until mixture thickens.

ANOTHER FLOOD 
HITS NORTHEAST 


ROARING gale last weekend lashed the East 
Coast from Maine to Hatteras. The coastal strip, 
more than a thousand miles long, was struck by 

drenching rain, in some places as much as 10 inches 
in 48 hours, by abnormally high tides and by wind 
gusts up to 70 miles an hour. Its was one of the worst 
storms, other than hurricanes, to hit the Eastern Sea- 
board in recent years. Floods left 42 persons dead or 
missing in six Northeastern states; damage to property 
was in the millions, but well under that c by the 
floods that rolled over parts of the same six states last 
August 19 in the wake of Hurricane Diane. Connecticut, 
which bore the brunt of the August floods, was again the 
state hardest hit. There were 22 deaths in Connecticut.
